DROPS OUT OF SIGHT. 


MYSTERIOUS ACTIONS OF 0. JOHNSON 
BEFORE HE DISAPPBARS ENTIRELY. 


He Drives Across Hotel Lawns to the 


Lake Shore, Borrows a Boat, Leaving 
His Horse, and Never Reappears=< 
Empty Beat Is Found Hours After. 
wards—Peculiar Reception of the Story 
by His Relatives—Police in Doubt Be- 
tween Suicide and Practical Joke. 


The Hyde Park police were greatly exer- 
cised yesterday over the mysterious disap- 
pearance of a man who had gone out on the 
lake in a small rowboat and failed to return. 

The story was first told to Lieut. Charles 
Healy by James Rodgers, a fireman employed 
at the Chicago Beach Hotel. Rodgers said 
thatat 5:30 o’clock yesterday morning a 
man came slow y driving a buggy across the 
lawn of the hotel and through the beautiful 
flower beds with the utmost composure. When 
near the extreme end of the hotel porch the 
man alighted from che buggy, and taking the 
bridle from his horse proceeded to lead the 
animal over a pile of stones dangerously 
near the edge of the lake. 

The horse, carriage, and man finally suc- 
ceeded in reaching the beach at the back of 
the hotel, and then the man called to Rodgers 
to come and take care of his “horse. When 
Rodgers got on the beach the stranger asked 
for the use of a rowboat and said to Rodgers: 

“Hold that horse till I get back. I’m 
a-going to fish and enjoy myself.”’ 

With these words the man pulled the boat 
out into the lake and was soon lost to view in 
the dense fog which hung over the lake. 

At 2 o’clock Rodgers began to get uneasy 
as to the safety of his boat, he said, and went 
on a hunt for it in asailboat. He found his 
boat attached toa buoy about a mile from 
shore without an occupant. 

In the bottom of the craft were a suit of 
clothes, & memorandum book, and a few 
pennies in change. Rodgers towed the boat 
ashore and then went to the police station and 
reported, Laeut. Healy, with. a half-dozen 
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One of its most important functions will be 
the distribution to 500 public libraries of 
public documents issued by the government.

1s limited it wiil be the object of the bureau 
to eee that they reach as far as possible the 
nands of those who have actual and bona fide 
use for them. 


TWO SERIOUS INJURIES IN A RUNAWAY. 


George Russell and His Daughter Jessie 
Thrown from a Buggy. 

George Russell of No. 208 North Kedzie 
avenue and his daughter Jessie were serious- 
ly injured in a runaway accident on Hum- 
boidt boulevard, near Palmer square, last 
evening. They were driving north on Hum- 
boldt boulevard when the team became 
frightened at a bicycle rider who passed them. 
Mr. Russel! was unable to manage the fright- 
ened animals, and the carriage was vcver- 
turn«d. Theoccupants were removed uncon- 
scious to their home. Mr. Russell is 72 years 
of age, and sustained internaltinjuries, besides 
a wound on the face. The physician says his 
recovéry is doubtful. Jessie is 19 years old, 
and sustainediinjuries to her spine, but it is not 
thought they will prove fatal.

TRIES TO COMMIT TRIPLE MURDER, 


Fires ata Police Officer. 

His brain raging from the effects of bad 
whisky and filled with a fancied sense of 
wrong, Paul Balke attempted to kill his 
father-in-law and mother-in-law last night 
and sent a varting shot at Sergt. Grantier of 
the West North Avenue Station.

Balke was said to abuse his young 
wife shamefully and three months ago she 
left him and went to live with a sister at 
Grand Rapids, Mich. 

Last night at 8:30 o’clock Balke came to 
the house and demanded to know the 
whereabouts of his wife. Mr. Keil 
said he did not know. Balke 
immediately began shooting. ae 
first bullet struck Keil in the left arm 
started fo run. A second bullet lodged ed iy 
his side and he fell. Mrs. Keil rushed to~as. 
sist her husband and Balke shot her in the 
breast beneath the heart. 

Sergt: Grantier heard the firing and ran to 
the spot. When Balke saw him he fired. The 
bullet missed and Grantier rushed in and ar- 
rested him. He waslocked up. His only ex- 
planation was that he wanted his wife. 

Keil and hie wife were carried into the 
house and called in. They were 
afraid to probe for the bullet in Mrs, Keil’s 
body and held out little hope for her. Mr. 
Keil’s wounds aithough dangeroys are not 
necessarily fatal and he may recover.

BULGARIA'S EX-PRIME MINISTER 
SUCCUMBS TO HI8 WOUNDS.

His Stern Repression of the Many Plots 
Against Prince Ferdinand and His Tire- 
less Ambition for the Recognition of 
Bulgarian Autonomy the Probable 
Cause of His Hoste of Enemies, 
Finally Resulting in the Attack Made 
Upon Hima@ Few Days Ago. 

Sofia, July: 18.—Ex-Premier Stambuloff of 
Bulgaria is dead. 

July 15, as M. Stambuloff was returning 
home from the Union club, accompanied by 
a colleague, M. Petchoff, they were attacked 
by several persons armed with revolvers and 
knives. M. Stambuloff received several stab 
wounds about the head, and both of his arms 
were so badly cut that amputation was neces- 
eary. His left eye was gouged out and his 
right one so severely injured that he was 
blinded. 

Last night symptoms of cerebral affection 
developed and his condition was considered 
dangerous. He had a high fever and was in 
a comatose state. 

The wounded man had lost so much blood 
as a result of his wounds that it was, his 
physicians said, impossible for him to rally. 

[Stanislaus Stambuloff was born at Tir- 
nova, the old capital of Bulgaria, in 1855. 
He was intended for the ministry and was 
sent by his family to the seminary at Odesea. 
He ran away from the seminary at the out- 
break of the insurrection of Bosnia and Herze- 

-govina in 1875 and joined a similar revolu- 
tionary party in Bulgaria. The plot failed 
and he fied to Bucharest, At the opening of 
the Russian-Turkish war he _ enlisted 
as a volunteer in the Russian 
army, and = at the. close .of the 
war returned to Bulgaria afid was soon 
after elected to the Sobranje. 

After the election of Alexander I. as Prince 
of Bu'garia he became a leader of the Lib- 
eral party. At that time he became associ- 
ated with M. Karaveloff, who bas been close 
to him during his whole subsequent career. 

In 1884 he wae elected President of the 
Sobranje and remained in that position for 
twoyears. When the conspiracy of 1886 
came toa head at Sofia he and Karaveloff 


ary Zankoff government, 
Thereafter he became a@ most prominent 
‘ figure in Bulgaria. He opposed Russian in- 
terference and strove to have the autonomy 
of Bulgaria recognized by the t powers. 
~July 4, 1887, the Sobranje € Prince 
Ferdinand of Saxe-Coburg aiid ‘Gotha as 
Prince regnant and he becamechief adviser 
and Prime Minister.

TO SING AMERICAN SONGS IN SWEDEN. 


Swedish-American Singers Plan a Trip to 
the Old Country, 

The American Union of Swedish Singers is 
guing to Europe, 600 strong, to sing the 
‘Star-Spangled Banner” ard *“’Way Down 
Upon the Suwanee River”’ in the principal 
cities of Sweden, Norway, England, and 
France. The arrangements for the tour will 
be made in this city next week, Of course, 
there will be other numbers of this concert 
program, but the pieces named will, in the 
opinion of the singers, be the most popular. 
The singers will travel in state, leaving New 
York ona steamer chartered especially for 
their accommodation, and while in foreign 
lands will travel by special trains. 

The Executive committee of the union. 
consisting of Charlies K. Johanson, New 
York, President; Gustaf Hailbom. Chicago, 
Secretary; and August Ekman, Fi- 
nancia!} Secretary, Minneapolis, will arrive 
here Monday. They have. authority 
to act for the thirty societies in 
the union and while in session will make ar. 
rangements for the singing festival in New 
York in 1896. This festival is expected to 
prodiice money enough to pay the prelimin- 
ary expenses of the excursion, which will 
start when the festival ends, 

The plan, the details of which will be settled 
by the Executive committee, is to charter a 
steanter and sail direct to Gothenberg, 
Sweden. Concerts will be given in the prin- 
cipal cities in that country, and also in Copen- 
hagen, Hamburg, Paris, and London. 

The excursion has already led to an enor. 
mous inerease in the applications for member- 
ship, but President Johanson says those who 
wish to join the societies with the object of 
makinga trip to Europe and nothing more 
will be disappointed. 

‘The excursion to Europe,’ said he, “is 
made with one object in view, to sing, and I 


mado just for the occasion. We want trained 
voices, good singers, and no ‘make believe.’ ”’ 

The last singing festival of the union. was 
held in Chicago during the World’s Fair, and 
Prof. Joho R. Ortengren of this city, who 
wielded the baton then, will perform a like 
duty across the big pond. This union is one 
uf the great choral organizations of the coun- 
try. Every city which has a number of Swed- 
ish residents a branch society.

LEMONT LABORERS SUSPEOTED OF 
MURDERING CARPENTER BEESE, 


The Men Are Thought to Have Been Also 
the Murderers of the Detective Shot 
Last Year by Thieves He Was Arresting 
The Last Victim Plays Detective and 
Putting $300 in His Pocket Starts to 
Run Them Down—He Disappears and 
the Police Are Investigating. 


The two men who are supposed to have 
murdered Detective Newcomb of the Grand 
Trunk railway May 31, 1894, are under sus- 
Picion of having killed Emil Beese, a carpen- 
terin Lemont, who disappeared Thursday 
with $300 in his posseskion. The men are 
now believed to be in Lemont, _and. Capt. 
Koch of the Harrison Street Station was 
asked last night to investigate the case. 

As Beese knew the men who are supposed 
to have muraered Newcomb, the police are 
inclined to believe the. theory that he was 
done away with by the same men. Emil 
Werner, an engineer on Section 6 of the 
drainage canal, who was Beese’s friend, came 
to the Harrison Street Station last 
night and said Beese had toid him some 
time ago that he saw two men at work on the 
canal who acted suspiciously. He obtained 
their confidence and from occasional conver- 
sations surmised the men were on the Grand 
Trunk train at the time Newcomb was killed 
and were the men who fired the shots which 
ended the brave detective’s lifs,

BELKNAP’3S MAJORITY GROWS STEADILY. 


Yesterday’s Recount Increases His Figures 
by Twelve—Present Majority Is 155, 

More discoveries of bad work in balfot 
counting were made yesterday in the Bel- 
knap-McGann contest. In the Twenty-third 
Precinct of the Sixth Ward, where Philip 
Deegan, George E. Emery, and John Mc- 
Mahon were judges of election, discrepan- 
cies were found on the recount that knocked 
nincteen votes off McGann’s vote and re- 
duced the number originally given to Bel- 
knap eleven. No action was taken, how- 
ever, towards having these judges arrested. 
Their count gave McGann 165 and Belknap 
72, while the recount reduced these figures 
to 144 and 61 respectively. The supposition 
is that the judges were careless in examining 
the ballots. On the count of the day Belknap 
made a clear gain of twelve votes. In the 
Nineteenth Precinct of the Sixth Ward Bel- 
knap lost 4and McGann 2. In the next pre- 
cinct Belknap lost 3 and his opponent 1. 
The Twenty-first Precinct showed a gain of 
1 for McGann. The Twenty-third, McGann 
lost 19 and Belknap 11. The Twenty-fifth 
Precinct showed a loss of 1 for McGann and 
a gain of a like number for his opponent. 
In the Twenty-eighth Precinct McGann lost 
8 and Belknap 2, and in the Fourth Precinct 
of the Seventh Ward,’ the intervening pre- 
cinects having been passed on account of be- 
ing in bad order, McGann lost 1, The re- 
sult of the day showed McGann’s losses to 
be 20 votes and Belknap’s 18 over the official 
returns, making his total majority on the 
entire recount 155.

coolly brushes them .aside as trivial and 
irrelevant, and accuses his opponent of trying 
to divert attentiod from theimain issue, This 
program seems ‘to be conclusive and satisfac- 
tory to the silver men, who constitute the ma- 
jority of the small audiences which listen to 
the debates, and every cross-counter made. by 
their champion is warmly applauded. 

When the debate was reopened at the I[/li- 
nois club yesterday afternoon Mr. Horr be- 
gan by calling attention to the closing state- 
ment of Mr. Harvey Tuesday, in which it was 
alleged the world .was drifting to ruin.and tho 
earning power of the laboring man was going 
to smash every since the fifteenth century. 
This was controverted by Mr. Horr, who 
established by such authorities as Hallam, 
Prof. Rogers, Hyndman, Adam Smith, and 
Malthus. that the period referred 
to was ai golden age for the 
artisan and laborer. To the surprise of 
‘Mr. Horr this was met by Harvey with the 
statement that he did not intend .to be di- 
verted from the regular argument and logical 
arrangement of the debate. It was useless to 
argue the matter further with an antagonist 
who had introduced the subject and then re- 
pudiated it when defeated, and Mr. Horr, 
with a visible sneer of disgust forthe tactics 
by which Harvey had siipped out of his grasp, 
gave it upin dispair,; 

A few moments later, however, he got re- 
venge by giving Hurvey the worst scare and 
most cutting exposure he has received since 
thedebate opened. Mr. Horr.read from ‘**Coin’s 
Financial School’ a paragraph reiatmg to 
the making of ali foreign silver coins legal 
tender by act of Congress, the alleged word- 
ing of the act being quoted in the book. This 
Mr. Horr denied, contending that nowhere in 
the coinage laws of the United States could 
such an act-be found. and challenging its 
production. _Mr. Harvey was dumfounded, 
and so were his aids. There was a scurryi 
for authorities, and finally Harvey submitted 
the act on which he said the paragraph was 
based, it being passed June 25, 1834. Mr. 
Horr compared the wording of the extract with 
the original, and forced Harvey to admit there 
Was an error or discrepancy. ‘Later, Mr. 
_Harvey submitted another act which, he said. 
was the one used, but this left him in worse 
shape than before, for Mr. Horr soon brought 
out the fact that the word “gold’’ contained

Horr Gains an Advantage Early and Clinch- 
es It Later On. 
(Copyright, 1895, by Azel F. Hatch. } :

“Now it is clear that prices were risinz. though 


* slowly and moderately, during the first forty years 


of the sixteenth. century. In the first decade the 
money value of the principal necessaries of life, 
corm and wheat, were at the ratio generally speak- 
ing at which they steod for two centuries. In the 
last decade, 153v to 1540, they had risen by 20 to 
40 per cent.’’ 

let Prof. Rogers speak upon this subject, ‘‘Agri- 
culture and Prices.’’ He says: ‘‘The fifteenth 
century and the early years of the sixteenth were 
the golden age of the artisan and the laborer.”’ 

I ve “‘Keonomic Interpretation of History,”’ 
page 34, Rogers says, in speaking of the status of 
laborers of 1495, it is ‘“‘considering the cheapness 
of the times exceeding liberal. At no time in En- 
glish history have the earnings of laborers inter- 
‘preted by their purchasing power been so consid- 
erable as those which this act acknowledges.”’ 

At that time Rogers shows the purchasing power 
of Wages was substantially 50 per cent higher 
than for the averace for the 280 years, 1261 to 1540. 

_ In “Agriculture and Prices,’’ page 45, Rogers says 
sO cheap were the means of life Guring the fif- 
teenth century and so good, relatively speaking, 
was the rate of! wages that ‘‘even the farm hand 
would have found little difficulty In emancipating 
himeeif.'’ 

Mr. -Harvey—When among the fly-leaves of 
the ““School" yesterday, to assist Mr. Horr in 
setting out of them I left him meditating on a 
Verse from the Bible while I passed on to the pref- 
ace of the book. I volunteered to explain the 
preface without waitfng for it to be attacked. 
because gold standard papers all over the Unite 
States had charged that it was a forgery: that 
ho such quotation as was there used was ever 
made from the report of any monetary commission 
or any other official doeument, and to show that 
the gold standard papers, as usiial, were wrong, 
and the ‘* School ’’ was right, I read from the re- 
port of the United States Monetary Commissienp 
ef 1876, not for the purpose of enteripg into an ar- 
gument on political economy of the year 1400° tu 
1500 but simply to show that all of my friénds froin 
New York and elsewhere who had accused me of 
forgery were wrong. Now, I am not going to 

argue with Mr. Horr that the monetary commis- 
sion did not know what they were talking about.

pean financiers had discovered that the demoneti- * 
gation of silver by England had no effect on the 
commercial parity of the two metals at the ratio 
fixed by France. It was therefore current that 
in erder to break the commercial parity and sub- 


| stantially depreciate silver, all of the great gov- 


ernments would have to be included in the legis- 
lation needed, The subject was discussed among 
these financiers informally in London and Paris, 
and very few were included among those who 
understood its ultimate effect. A good deal of 
diplomacy, concealment, and misrepresentation 
was practiced in securing the coéperation of poli- 
ticilans in Germany, France, and the I'nited 
States, The subject was discussed without dis- 
closing the ultimate aim of those who directed the 
conference, 


John Sherman the Arch-Conspirator. 
Following his trip to London and Paris Mr. 
Sherman introduced a bill in 1868 that was on its 
face intended to establish the gold standard. Sen- 
ator Morgan of New York jumped on it, in the 
Finance committee, with “all fours.’’ And 
Sherman saw that Morgan understood genuine 
bimetallism and this bill died that day and was 
never heard of again. Senator Morgan’s term of 
office expired in 1869 and at the very next session 
another bill made its appearance. Those who 
took an ‘open and avowed interest in the new 
measure were Mr. Linoerman, Director of the 
Mint, and Mr. Knox, the Controller of the Treas- 
ury, who, at the end of his term of office, became 
President of a National bank in New York; John 
Sherman in the Senate, and Representatives Hoop- 
er of Massachusetts and Stoughton of Michigan in 
the House. The bill this time went to a com- 
mittee, in which the second attenmpt to leave out 
the silver dollar was again discovered, and it was 
inserted at the ratio of 15% to 1, which was the 
French ratio. This provided for a dollar of 384 
grains. This was the equivalent of the French 
five-frane piece. To knock this dollar out sur- 
reptitiously at the last moment then became the 
plan of the conspirators. The only question they 
would have to fight would be the change of the 
unit of value from silver to gold, and on this they 
could depend by representing that gold was vir- 
tually then the standard by common consent of 
nations; that it had been rendered so by the large 
production of gold and by other spectfic arguments 
supported by special influences. Thus it became 
a bill innocent on its face as to demonetizing 
silver. Demonetization consists principally in 
closing the mints to a specified metal, thus cutting 
off the coinage demand for it and leaving it only a 
commercial valueg 

Mr. Horr—You will excuse me, Mr. Harvey, but 
previous to commencing my discussion of the law 
of 1873 I call your attention to a passage on page 
9 in your book because you have already announced 
here today that you propose to convince that what 
this book says is absolutely true and that I am 
wrong about it. ‘‘About $100,000,000 of foreign 


-silver had found its way into this country prior to 


1860. It was principally Spanish, Mexican, and 
Canadian coin. It had all been made legal tender 
in the United States by the act of Congress. We 
needed more silver than we had and Congress 
passes laws making all foreign silveg coins legal 
tender in this country. I will reaa you one of 
those laws—they are scattered all through the 
Statutes prior to 1873."’ 

“Here Coin took up a copy of the laws of the 
United States relating to loans and the currency, 
coinage, and banking published at Washington. 
He said a copy could be obtained by any one on 
writing to the Treasury. Department. He then 
read from page 240 as follows: ‘And be it further 
enacted that from and after the passage of this 
act the following foreign silver coins shall pass 
current as money within the United States, and to 
be receivable by tale for the payment of all debts 
and demands, at the rates following—that is to 
say: The Spanish pillar dollars and the dollars of 
Mexico, Peru, and Bolivia, etc.’ *’ 


Discovers False Quoting by “Coin.” 

Now I have the coinage laws of the United 
States, everyone that has ever been passed since 
1792, and I state, Mr. Harvey, that in no law 
within the lids of that book are all “he foreign 
silver coins de a legal tender. I defy you to 
show a single law that states anything of the 
kind. And the very law which you quote, where 
you stopped with the etc., if you had finished.the 
quotation and had read the whole of the law it 
would Rave shown you that your first statement 
was not true. You left off the very part which re- 
stricted the legal tender quality ef foreign coins. 

The very first law that passed on the subject 
after the law of 1792 was passed on Feb. 9, 1823, 
an act regulating foreign coins, making them 
legal tender and ertablishing their value. ‘“‘ Be it 
enacted. by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress 


,ussembled that from and after the Ist day of July 
‘next foreign gold and silver coin shall pass cur- 


rent as. money within the United States and be a 
legal tender for the payment of all debts and de- 
mands at the several and respective rates folfow- 
It makes all foreign coins 
named in that act legal tender, if they come up to 
a certain standard, if they have so much fine gold 
and so much fine silver in them, and if they are 
worth #0 much, then and not otherwise. 

Mr. Harvey—-It provides the amount that each 
shall be received for, received by tale. 

Mr. Horr—Certainly, but unless they are up to 
the standard they are not legal tender. I will get 
the very law quoted from, because it is a good 
while afterward. You skipped the clause that 
made the gold dollars also a legal tender. What 
made you do that? 

Mr. Harvey—Mr. Horr, in writing a book or 
making a speech, when your number of words are 
limited, unless .ou want to.confuse the reader 
with a great big volume, in making a quotation 
it is not necessary to quote that which is not perti- 
nent to the subject you are treating; otherwise 
you load down the book till no one will read it. 

Mr. Horr—I agree with you, but when you state 
that the government passed a law requiring or 
making silver coins a legal tender and also in 
the same act they made gold coins a legal tender, 
why did you quote the silver part and leave the 
gold out unless you wanted to impress your read- 
ers with the fact that silver was considered the 
most important, which wasn't true? 

Mr. Harvey—And when a man is discussing sil- 
ver and the manner in which it was treated by 
our forefathefs and comparing it with the way 
in which it is treated by you people now it wasn’t 
necessary to refer to how they treated gold or 
copper. 

Mr. Horr—Uniless your treatment is such that 
you are misleading your readers as to the manner 
of legislation upon that earn 

Mr. Harvey—So you are misleading yourself. 


Asks Him Some Hard Questions. 


Mr. Horr-—-No, Iam not. What made you stop 
with your ‘‘etc.”’? 

Mr. Harvey—Because I had quoted all of the 
statute necessary to show that they had made for- 
eign silver legal tender. 

Mr. Horr—No you hadn’t; you had quoted al! 
there was necessary to show that they had made 
lezal tender certain coins if there had been noth- 
ins attached to it. 

Mr. Harvey—There is nothing attached to it. 

Mr. Horr—There is; I will read it. 

Mr. Harvey—You refer to the amounts for which 
the Spanish coin of such a name is received mn 
American money, and the Mexican coin for so 
much, the British coin for so much, meaning to 
tell the American people how much they could pass 
that coin for as expressed in our money. That is 
not necessary in order to establish the principle I 
was stating that foreign silver was legal tender 
in this country. The point is this: Our mints 
tested these foreign coins and valued the silver 
that was in them. The alloy of much of that coin 
was differetn from our alloy, so it was necessary 
to assay those foreign coins and see how much 
they, were worth in our money; that the mints did, 
and Pongress put into that act how much a certain 
foreign coin was worth in our money, and that is 
stated in that statute that he accuses me of leav- 
ing out what was unnecessary for me to state in 
establishing the principle that our laws made for- 
eign silver legal tender. [Applause.] 

Mr. Horr—When you left out that you left out 
the very fact which showed that a number of 
foreign coins were not a legal tender, because none 
were made such except they came up to a certain 
standard. “But away on ahead you speak of 1873. 
Now up to 1873 you said that they had made all 
these legal tender. Did you think so? Here is 
the law of 1857 passed upon that same subject 
when they declared that none of them should be 
legal tender and required the mints of the country 
to melt them up and recoin them all, and repealed 
the very Iaw that he has been talking about. That 
is the fact about it. Now I ag@mit that this is a 
serious matter. I admit that I had no idea for a 
moment that he could defend the proposition. To 
me it ts preposterous. 

Do you claim that all the silver coin that was in 
the United States at that time was a legal tender? 
Why, mot anywhere near half of it was ever a 
legal tender. Congress marked out what should 
be legal tender, and none other was. The mint 
was required to measure, or weigh rather, and 
assay coins and fix the amount that they were 
worth, but the statutes of the United States at 
that time never dealt with gold and silver sepa- 
rately on this subject. Ain't I right? They did 
the same for gold that they did for silver, a fact 
which you—I don't say purposely, but inadvert- 
entiy—covered up. You are in such a state of 
mind that you can’t see anything if it says gold. 
That is the trouble, and you skip everything that 
has the word gold in it, that Is all. 


Caught in His Own Trap. 

Mr. Harvey—Mr. Horr accuses me of misrepre- 
sentation. Now, I never have “attempted yet in 
dealing with the public or any one else to mislead 

And in dealing with this financial quéstion 


silver, and said that the statute so read, gold and 
silver, and that I had omitted gold. Now, I call 
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that single line giving unlimited free coinage to 
a silver dollar the size of a French 5-franc piece 
had been left in the bill we would have had bi- 
metallism with the unit on gold. 

Mr. Horr—Mr. Harvey, I am sorry to have to 
take you back again to shis statute, but I now 
you desire to get this thing correct; I cannot ne 
you intentionally try to mislead these people an 
the people of this country. The law which you 
warked and sent to me is not the law at all that 
you quote in your book. 

Mr. Harvey—How do you know it is not: 

Mr. Horr—It is not, it is not the same language, 
it is not the same words. Take your book and I 
will read word for word; there is a gold clause 

receding this silver one. 

: Mr. Stavway-—That has a silver and gold clause. 

Mr. Horr—That has, but that is not the one you 
quoted from. Don’t misunderstand me. That is 
not the law that you put part of and took off the 
rest. Now take your book and watch: ‘And be 
it further enacted that after and from the passage 
of this act the following foreign silver coins shall 
pass current as money within the United State 
and be receivable by tale for the payment of al 
debts and demands at the rates following—that is 
tosay: The Spanish pillar dollar.’’ Is that there? 


He Acknowledges the Corn. 


Mr. Harvey—Mr. Horr—— 

Mr. Horr—Well, is that there? 

Mr. Harvey—I will bring you the act that in- 
cludes that. This is a republication of the statute, 

Mr. Horr—But I have got it as you quote it, 

Mr. Harvey—But this is a copy of 1504. I will 
bring ft to you at the next scssion. 

Mr. Horr—I wish you-would, I would like to see 
it, and gold is in front of the one you quote. Now, 
I simply wish to say he left off at Peru and *Bo- 
livia the following: ‘“‘Of not less than eight 
hundred and ninety-seven thousandths in fineness, 
400 grains in weight at 100 cents each; and the 
5-franc pieces of France of not less than nine hun- 
dred thousandths in fineness, and 384 grains in 
weight, at 93 cents each.’’

Now I’ call your 
attention next: On page’ ten you say 
on account of the scarcity of silver both Jefferson 
and Jackson recommended that dimes, quarters, 
and halves would serve the people better than dol- 
lars until more silver bulliop could be obtained. 


of the eight hundred and five millions of silver was 
eoined into dollars. You gave it that it was on ac- 
count of the scarcity of the silver. When you got 
over to the 18th page of your book you must have 
forgotten what you had id on page 10-—I know 
folks do that sometimes, cannot be helped—be- 
eause you there give the table from.Mullhall, the 
London statistician, in which you show silver was 
not scarce at that time. You show it was, with 
one exception, the most plentiful that it had been 
at any one time during the experience of the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Harvey—I am now ready to answer Mr. Horr 
as to the statute he has clafmed is misquoted there. 
Mr. Horr, will you please open now Coin's Finan- 
cial School at that disputed statute? 

Mr. Horr—Ready. 

Mr. Harvey— And be it further enacted that 
from and after the passage of this act the follow- 
‘ing foreign silver coins shal) pass current as money 
within the United States and be receivable by 
tale for the payment of all debts and demands at 
the rates following—that is to says The Spanish 
pillar dollars, and the dollars of Mexico, Peru, 
and Bolivia.’"’

Mr. Horr—Read the rest. 

Mr. Harvey—That is as far asI quoted. You said 
I misquoted it. 

Mr. Horr—TI did not. I never claimed you quoted 
it wrong at all. Let me see the book, please. 
Here {referring to the book), that has gold in the 
first, just as I told you, and that is the one I read 
from, and that is what you said had no gold con- 
nected with it. 
’ Mr. Harvey—I said I quoted it correctly. Sec. 2 
is as I read it in the book. What appears in an- 
other section I don't care about. 

Mr. Horr—I shall appeal to the notes of the re- 
porter that you said the one you quoted from had 
no gold connected with it, if I remember rightly. 

Mr. Harvey—I understood Mr. Horr to say that 
in making the quotation I had omitted the word 
gold.

Mr. Harvey—This is a great question we are de- 
bating, affecting the welfare of 65,000,000 of peo: 
ple, and the trifling away ofwords and es by a 
quarrel introduced here over trifling matters that 
do not affect the principles we are discussing one 
way or the other indicates upon the part of the 
other side a lack of appreciation of the question 
involved. I am now ready to proceed with the 
argument of demonetization, and as I have al- 
ready preceded Mr. Horr while being detained on 
these minor questions with him, I will now let him 
proceed further before I do. 


Horr Defends the Law of 1873. 


Mr. Horr—We now come to the discussion of the 
law which changed this Nation from a bimetallic 
nation to a single standard nation, the law of 
1873,. which Brother Harvey kindly names Aa 
‘“orime.”’ It has been called that so long that 
there is nothing novel in the name. I purpose to 
show you during this discussion that no law has 
ever been passed by the American Congress which 
was freer from taint, which was more carefully 
examined, which was more completely and fully 
understood, than the law of 1873. The statement 
which he read to you that the scheme was cor- 
cocted in London is a simple assertion upon which 
he cannot produce one scintilla of reputable truth, 
not one word. It has been a good many years 
since England dictated the legislation of this 
country. They have had trouble to do it ever 
since 1776. They would experience as much dif- 
ficulty now as they did-then if they should attempt 
it. The law of 1873 had its origin, as all such laws 
have, in the brains of experts. In 1834 the law as 
to mintage was changed in a material manner for 
the first time: it was done by decreasing the 
amount of gold in the gold dollar. It was done-— 
if the men who did it are able to tell why they did 
it—because experience showed those people that 
gold would not circulate under the ratio of 15 to 1. 
The cheaper dollar, which was silver, had driven 
the gold currency out of the United States. I 
don’t know that any one disputes that. I know 
that the history of that legislation bears me out 
in stating that that, and that only, was 
the reason for changing the ratio between 
the two metals. It was done for the 
purpose of getting some gold currency 
into the United States. Benton said so, they all 
said so, and the dispute, as I said yesterday, in the 
discussions of that Congress was entirely upon 
that question as to whether they should change 
the ratio from 1 to 15, so low as to make it take 
16 ounces of silver for one of gold. Several mem- 
bers of that Congress insisted that if that was 
done silver would leave the country, and that we 
would be doing business very soon upon a gold 
basis and with gold currency only. But it was 
done, and, as those men predicted, silver ceased 
to be the measure of values in the United States. 
I don’t say, Mr. Harvey, ‘‘ ceased to be the legal 
measure.’’ It was lawful to use the silver dollar 
after that the same as before, but I say the people 
refused to use the silver dollar in making pay- 
ments. Why? Simply because they could sell 
the silver dollar and get more gold dollars fora 
quantity of silver dollars than the face of the 
silver dollars called for, and so a man with the 
least grain of common sense sold his silver, paid 
his debt. and pocketed the balance. Brother 
Harvey in his book says the coin was worth 2% 
per cent, the silver, away down to 1873, 2% on the 
dollar, or 2 cents more, anyway, than gold. They 
changed the ratio then and it was not changed 
again until, perhaps, 1853. 

Mr. Harvey—Mr. Horr says that I have no proof 
that the scheme was concocted in London to de- 
monetize silver in the United States. When I was 
a boy I went into a court-house one day to hear a 
criminal trial, and I heard a lawyer say: *‘ When 
a crime is committed and you want to detect the 
criminal look for the man that is benefited by the 
crime."’ Reasoning by induction will more in- 
variably locate the criminal than any uncertain 
human testimony. Silver was demonetized in En- 
gland, and in England only, prior to the day it 
was demonetized in this country. That was 
where the movement started—that is another evi- 
dence. London bankers initiated the Paris con- 
ference of 1867, at which Mr. John Sherman was 
present; therefore I havg the right tg say. the con- 
spiracy originated in London. In 1878, when this 
treacherous act was passed, there was no specie 
currency in this country. During all the years 
from 1792 to 1861, when it was actually in use and 
being tested for its merit, no one proposed to de- 
monetize either of the metals, except some money- 
lenders from Europe, who proposed it in 1854. 
But at that time—1873—when it was not in circula- 
tion and was not needed, the movement was begun 
and consummated. 


Questions Are Asked. 


{This closed the debate for today and questions 
being in order the first was by Mr. H. L. Bliss to 
Mr. Harvey.) . 

‘The total coinage of silver by the Philadelphia 
Mint up to 1873 amounted, in round numbers. to 
105 million; that of alls the, mints to' 148 million. 
You said that the Treasury had changed its figures 
and that you compelled.it to do so. Did you not 
make the blunder of taking the coinage of the 
Philadetphia Mint for the total coinage? Is it 
true that the Treasury has changed its figures ?’* 

Mr. Harvey—My answer is: First, that I did 
not say that I had forced them to change it—or to 
correct any mistakes; and next, that the list, table 
of coins, from which the 105 million was figured 
when ‘'Coin’s School’’ was written was before me 
in a report of the Director of the Mint.

All the bicyclists had their party colors 
streaming from their handle-bars and the 
Curzon riders formed an escort for Mr. and 
Mrs. Curzon, while the Naylor-Leyland 
wheelmen formed themselves into a body- 
guard for the purpose of cheering on their 
candidate. The Radicals were making the 
most of Sir Herbert Naylor-Leyland’s be- 
lated denial that he purchased his Baro- 
netcy.

UNIONISTS ARE FAR IN THE LEAD. 


The Liberal Representation in London Al- 
most Wiped Out. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

London, July 18.—[{Copyright, 1895, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—The progress of the elections up to 
midnight leaves the Unionists with a ma- 
jority of sixty. The wave of Unionist reac- 
tion has submerged almost the entire Lib- 
eral representation of London, only seven 
surviving in its sixty constituencies. In 
Lancashire and Yorkshire the Liberal cas- 
valties have been less serious, but in every 
case the Unionist vote has largely increased. 
It is estimated the Unionists will. have a 
majority of 120, and that the Liberal party 
in Parliament will be smaller than for fifty 
years. 

Various causes are assigned for this 
tremendous reverse, but a pretty general 
belief is growing in Liberal circles that 
the’ party wants a thorough reorganization 
and must devote itself to the pursuit of one 
or at most two great objects instead of dis- 
sipating its energies over a lengthy pro- 
gram. 

The contest at Leeds between Herbert 
Gladstone and Col. North, the so-called 
“Nitrate King,” was the most interesting of 
yesterday’s series. Intense anxiety was felt 
among the Liberals as to the result, and an 
immense number of politicians remained at 
the National Liberal club until nearly 2 
this morning to hear the figures. Glad- 
stone’s success was some consolation for an 
unbroken series of fourteen Unionist wins 
today. 

The result of the Cork election was an in- 
tense relief to the McCarthyites, as grave 
fears were entertained that owing to the ex- 
haustive Unionist vote polled by the Red- 
mondites the latter would capture both 
seats. The only seat the Redmondites have 
now any chance of winning is the East 
Wicklow, where they can triumph if the 
Unionists vote for them instead of putting 
up a candidate of theirown. The McCarthy- 
ites still hope to capture three Redmondite 
seats, reducing the faction to eight. The 
McCarthyites themselves expect to number 
75 instead of 72 as at present. Their loss of 
Kilkenny was foreseen, and is no way sig- 
nificant of the trend of Irish feeling.

TURKISH OUTRAGES IN ARMENIA, 


Government of the Sultan Winks at Hide- 
ous Acts of Oppression. 

Van, June 3.—{From the Associated Press 
Correspondent in Armenia.]—The prison of 
Van, where the Armenian prisoners are con- 
fined, is located under the shadow of the city 
wall and at a point where the ground is so 
low as to receive the drainage of the rest of 
of the city. The inner prison consists of six 
long, narrow rooms, three on each side of a 
common passageway, into-which they open. 
Each room is about twelve feet wide and 
from thirty to forty feet long. During the 
last winter from thirty to forty men were 
crowded into each of these rooms, sleeping 
on the floor, a row along each wall. A pris- 
oner, Karakeen Pagheshtscan by name, was 
kept in one of these cells fourteen consecu- 
tive months, with foot fetters all the time, 
and with hand and neck fetters much of the 
time. 

Apart from theactual butchery of Sassoun, 
the most painful feature of the Armenian 
situation is the position of the Armenian 
women. After the most careful personal 
inquiry the correspondent is able to state 
that in hundreds of villages in Armenia there 
is hardly one woman, old or young, who is 
not from time to time made _ the 
vietim of the Kurds and Turks; and 
this state of things is said to be perfectly 
well known to the Turkish Government. It 
is the custom of the government to sell to 
the highest bidder the tax privileges of the 
various villages, the purchaser having the 
right to collect all of the taxes from the peo- 
ple. In very many cases the number of 
young Armenian women in a village has a 
great deal to do with the price paid for the 
tax privilege. 

When a man has purchased the tax priv- 
ilege of a village he considers that he has 
also bought and paid for the women 
of the village, and any attempt on the part 
of the husbands, brothers, or fathers to re- 
sent this interpretation of the law is looked 
upon as high treason, punishable with 
death. The women who suffer the most are 
the brides. Kurds and Turks think it great 
sport to carry off a bride from the very arms 
of the husband, and to keep her in their 
houses until they have become tired of her 
presence. , 


COL. SANTOCILDES SLAIN IN CUBA, 


Leader of the Spaniards Killed in a Battle 
with the Insurgents. 

Havana, July 17.—Dispatches received 
here from Manzanillo announce that Col. 
Santocildes, the Spanish commander who 
has taken such an active part in the opera- 
tions against the insurgents in Santiago de 
Cuba, has been killed in a skirmish which 
took place between Bayamo and Manzan- 
illo. 

Capt.-Gen. Martines de Campos has ar- 
rived at Bayamo from Manzanillo. He has 
reconcentrated the troops in that district 
and is continuing operations against the in- 
surgents. 

Vargas and Ruiz, American citizens, who 
have been under arrest under suspicion of 
being dangerous characters, have been re- 
leased on their agreement to quit Cuba im- 
mediately. 

Havana, Cuba, July 13.—[World’s Special 
Correspondence, |—A battle has been fought 
between the insurgents and Spanish crack 
regiment of marine infantry about three 
miles from Remedios. The best of all the 
Spanish troops that have arrived on the island 
fought valiently but were badly defeated. 
Capt. Gonzales Lopez, who commanded the 
marine infantry, was killed. The Captains of 
all Spanish gunboats have positive orders, it 
is given out, not to seize any suspicious ves- 
sel, but to make short work of it. 

Mexico City, July 17.—/[Special.}—Cubans 
resident here affirm positively they will organ- 
ize an expedition to aid the patriots at home. 
They already are contributing of their money 
very freely. 


STAMBOULOFF IS NEAK TO DEATH, 


His Physicians Have No Hope of the Ex- 
Premier’s Recovery. 

Sofia, July 17, 5 p. m.—The condition of ex- 
Premier Stambouloff has grown worse and 
symptoms of cerebral affection have devel- 
oped. His right eye is not gouged out like 
the other, but he has lost the sight of it. The 
doctors in attendance upon the patient give 
no hope of his recovery. Nevertheless, the 
government organ announces he will be re- 
stored to health in a few weeks. A reward 
of 10,000 francs has been offered for the dis- 
covery of his assailants. , 

Constantinople, July 17.—The attempted 
assassination of ex-Premier Stambouloff at 
Sofia, Bulgaria, has caused a great sensatior 
here and serious events in Bulgaria are 
looked forward to. In fact, it is predicted 
the whole Eastern question will be reopened. 
The Turks are actively constructing earth- 
works at Mustapha Pasha in Roumelia, and 
a mountain battery has been dispatched to 
the Uskub district.

IN MEMORY OF THE DEAD SPEAKER. 


Resolutions of Respect and Eulogistic 
Speeches in Joint Sessions. 

Springfield, [ll., July 17.—With speeches 
full of sympathy and respect the members of 
the Senate and House met in joint session 
this afternoon and paid honor to the memo- 
ry of John Meyer. The snow-white dove 
which surmounted the floral decorations which 
graced the Speaker’s desk proved a most 
fitting emblem for the occasion, for 
members of the Democratic side, his political 
opponents, vied with the Republicans in their 
tribute to and eulogy of the character and 
personality of the deceased.

This desk 
and the canopy above it have been draped in 
black since the death of John Meyer, and the 
chair occupied by him while Speaker has 
been covered all over with crape. To these 
emblems of mourning were added several 
elaborate floral. pieces. Above the canopy 
which seurmounts the Speaker’s chair was a 
fine portrait of Mr. Meyer, which was also 
heavily draped in black. 

At 2 o'clock. when Speaker Cochran called 
the House to order, nearly every member was 
in his seat and the galleries were fast filling 
with spectators. Speaker Cochran an- 
nounced that the time had now arrived for the 
memorial services to begin and that the mem- 
bers of the Senate were at the door ready to 
be admitted. When the members were seated 
the Speaker recognized ‘Mr. McCarthy, who 
offered the following resolution, which was 
read by the Clerk:

INTER-STATE OOMMEROE OOMMIS- 
SION’S LETTER UNANSWERED. 


It Is Engaged in a Test of Strength with 
Central Traffic Association Over the Al. 
leged Pooling Agreement — Commis- 
sioner Blanchard Says It Is Discour- 
teous=Some of the Correspondence 
Foreclosure and Sale of Atlantic and 
Pacific Asked by a Trust Company. 


The Inter-State Commerce Commission and 
Commissioner George R. Blanchard of the 
Central Traffic Association are having a test 
of strength over the question of the alleged 
pooling agreement between tne Eastern trunk 
lines, The Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion has called upon Commissioner Blanch- 
ard to furnish full copies of the agreement of 
these lines for pooling freight business, Com- 
missioner Bianchard has not furnished any 
copies of tue agreement to the Inter-State 
Com missioners, nor even answered their ietter. 

The Inter State Commission has therefore 
made public its correspondence with Com- 
missio-er Blanchard, an act which Mr. 
Bianchard is said to feel is highly discourteous 
to him. In a letter which. the Inter-State 
Commissioners have sent over the signature 
of Secretary Mosely to tne Presidents of all 
prominent railroads, it is said that June 18 a 
letter was addressed by the commission to 
Commissioner Blanchard of the Central 
Traffic Association. “We have not been 
favored with a reply to this letter nor with a 
copy of the agreemerxt relating to the division 
of tonnage as requested,”’ the Commissioners 
say. The letter to Commissioner Blanchard 
was as follows: 

Your favor of the 14th inst. in reply to ours of 
May 28 last has been received, in which you 
transmit, as per our request, “proceedings of 
the Presidents and managers of joint committee 
lines, at a meeting at the office of the Trunk Line 
Association, No. 148 Liberty street, New York, 
Tuesday, April 9, 1895." 

The resolution relating to east-bound freight 
rates last enumerated in said proceedings pro- 


vides ** that east-bound freight rates be restored 
to the agreed tariff basis Monday, April 22, 


1895, and that the Commissioner of the 
Central Traffic Association has power to 
even up the Chicago roads that are 


deficient in their tonnage by withdrawing the 
roads that are over from soliciting in the mar- 
ket and by the transferof freight to the de- 
ficient roads when practicable, the lines ia defi- 
cit to receive and forward the said tonnage.”’ 
We assume by the ‘‘agreed tariff basis Meatas. 
April 22. 1895,” referred to in said resolution, 
the tariff of rates in force of that date, estab- 
lished by rate sheets filed with the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, is meant. Please advise 
us if this is a fact. 

That part of said resolution which authorizes 
the Commissioner of the association to even up 
tonnage between the Chicago roads implies that 
thers is some agreement among the carriers as to 
the division of the tonnage. ill you please for- 
ward to us, as svon as conveniently may be, to be 
filed with the commission, a copy of any and 
every such agreement? In this connection { am 
directed by the commission to call your attention 
to the following provision of Sec. 6 of the Act to 
Regulate Commerce: 

‘Every such common carrier shall also file 
with said commission copies of ail contracts, 
agreements, or arrangements with other common 
carriers in relation to any traffic affected by the 
provisions of this act to which it may bea 
party.” 

In making public the foregoing ietter, 
which was done ina general letter to rail- 
road presidents, the Inter-State Commission 
again calls attention to the prohibition of 
pooling contracts, which is found in the law, 
and to the fact that no power 1s conferred 
upon them to alter its provisions in that re- 
gard, 

Chairman J. W. Midgley of the Western 
Freight Association, in transmitting copies of 
the foregoing correspondence to members of 
that association, said: 


More or less publicity having been inadvisably 
given to efforts of associated cq: ‘iers by arrange- 
ments thought to have been safe.y pianned to in- 
sure the maintenance of agreed rates for the 
transportation of competitive freight, the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission has deemed it ex- 

»edient to disavow some of the statements which 

y the press have been attributed to that body. 
Those rumors relate particularly to agreements 
said to have been made by Eastern railroads, and 
as inquiries addressed in that connection did not 
elicit the desired response the commission con- 
“nee to enter a general disclaimer in the case 
of attempts to agree upon a “ division or pool 
of freizhts’”’ derived from the transportation o 
inter-State commerce. 


ASK A FORECLOSURE AND SALE, | 


Trust Company Says Atlantic and Pacific Is 
Behind in Interest. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the office of the 
Clerk of the United States Court in Albuquer- 
que, N. M., by the United States Trust com- 
pany, trustee under the first mortgage of the 
Atlantic and Pacific railroad, asking for fore- 
closure and sale of the property, no interest 
having been paid on the first mortgage since 
the road went into the hands of receivers in 
January, 1894. It may be inferred 
from the filing of the bill at this 
time that the Reorganization committee, 
which represented the interests of the first 
mortgage bondholders, who have not yet 
been able to agree with the Atchison Reor- 
ganization committee as tothe terms under 
which the property may be acquired in the 
general reorganization of the Atchison . sys- 
tem, contemplate applying at an early day 
for a separate receivership, It is understood, 
however, that the Aflantic and Pacific com- 
mittee does not desire to break away from 
the Atchison system, but thinks its interests 
can be better looked after by a separate re. 
ceiver, while at the same time maintaining 
all existing traffic relations. Should such a 
motion be made it isnot certain what posi- 
tion will be taken by the Atchison interests, 
but they will presumably object seriously to 
such a change being made in the manage. 
ment of the property.

PLAN TO MAKE A NEW AND CHEAP GAS, 


Experiments of Chicago Companies Are 
Attracting Considerable Attention. 

Chicago gas companies are arousing the 
hopes of consumers and attracting the atten- 
tion of the trade throughout the country by 
their experiments in making cheap gas. By 
a new process gas is manufactured from 
calcid carbide, which is the product of heating 
coal dust and limestone in an electric furnace. 
The gas made in this manner is known as 
acetyline gas and makes a light fifteen times 
brighter than ordinary gas. While experi- 
ments in other countries show that it costs 
$45 to manufacture one ton of coal into 
acetyline electrical engineers in Chicago are 
confident that $20 a ton would cover the 
cost here. Acetyline’ gas, while a 
great illuminator in its pure state, does not 
increase in a corresponding ratio with its 
own power the illuminating value of com- 
mon coal gas when mixed withit, That it 
will greatly cheapen it, however, is shown by 
the fact that poor coal gas of 7.6 candie 
power can be, by mixing with acetyline, in- 
creased to 20 candle power ata cost of 15 
cents per 1,000 feet, 

L. L. Summers, an electrical engineer in- 
terested in acetyline maufacture, said: ‘* The 
great value of caicid carbide seems to be in 
the line of producing it as the source of some 
cheap power and transporting it in sealed 
cans to where it is marketabie. This is best 
understood by remembering that one quart 
measure of acetyline, which liquefies readily, 
will equal for illuminating purposes 250 cu- 
bie feet of ordinary coal gas, There are many 
places near Chicago well adapted for the 
cheap and abundant production of acetyline 
gas.’

OLARED TO BE FREE, 


Ruling by Assistant Secretary Hamlin That 
Passage of Railway Trains into This Coun- 
try Is Not Importation—Another Lottery 
Concern Suppressed=Chemical National 
Bank Dividend Declared—Leave of Ab- 
sence for Lieut.-Col, Merritt Barber= 
Lake Superior Harbor Improvements, 


Washington, D. C., July 17,.—[Special.]— 
A decision of importance for its effect upon 
the transit trade of the United States and 
Canada is embodied in a letter dispatched to- 
day by Assistant Secretary Hamlin of the 
Treasury Department, Previous rulings of 
the department are reaffirmed in favor of 
railway cars and locomotives from either 


duty. Treasury officials are satisfied the posi- 
tion is correct taken by President Cleveland 
in his méssage to Congress in 1888, 
that the statutes enacted in pursuance 
of the treaty do not fall with the treaty. The 
revised statutes distinctly provide for free 
transit ‘under such rules, regulations, and 
conditions as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe.” Itis by this authority the 
Treasury people propose to continue existing 
privileges rather than crush traffic with Can- 
ada and over the Canadian railways between 
New England and the West. The railway 
company in the case considered by the de- 
partment paid duty without protest on re.

WORK ON LAKE SUPERIOR HARBORS. 


Maj. Sears Makes His Report on Improve- 
ments of the Year, 


Washington, D. C., July 17.—Maj. C. B. 
Sears has made his annualreport on improve- 
ments of the harbors on Lake Superior. 
About $70,000 has been expended in dredg- 
ing, building piers to protect the harbor, and 
building a breakwater at Duluth. Superior 
Bay is almost a part of the Duluth Harbor, and 
vessels for the bay pass through the Duluth 
Canal. About $60,000 has been expended 
on this harbor during the year. The Portage 
Lake Canal cuts off a point extending far into 
Lake Superior and sbortens the distance on 
the lakes. It is proposed to dredge the chan- 
nel of the pio to secure sixteen feet of 
water seventy feet wide, and this work 
is completion. Agate Bay, 
Mion., i improved by building 
a breakwater to protect the harbor. This is 
the great iron shipping point of Minnesota. 
At Ashland, Wis., satisfactory progress has 
been made on the breakwater protection of 
the harbor and dredging work has been con- 
tinued to secure a seventeen-foot channel. A 
breakwater is bemg constructed at r- 
quette, Mich., and about $35,000 has been 
expended during the year. At Grand Marais, 
Mich., a depth across the bar of 15.5 feet 
has been obtained. The original depth was 
nine feet and seventeen feet depth is ca lied 
for by the present project. A survey is being 
made of the route for a proposed canal to 
connect Lake Superior with the Mississippi, 
but it is not yet complete.

A BAOING BILL 


Monster Petition for Local Racing Without 
a Foreign Book Has Been Signed and 
Is Nearly Ready to Forward to Spring- 
field — Proprietor Eden of the Great 
Northern Heads the List and Says No 
Racing Means a Financial Loss of $50,- 
000 a Week to Chicago, 


Horsemen are not now alone in demanding 
aracing game for Chicago. Railroad and 
hotel managers have taken a sudden interest 
in the agitation and are using every possible 
endeavor to bring about tne possibility of a 
racing program. The fact that they have a 
direct financial or selfish interest in.the suc- 
cess of the undertaking naturally adds zeal 
and efficacy to their work. When the mutual 
interests of the railroads and hotels, aug- 
mented by a considerable mercantile senti- 
ment, center upon any desired line of action 
a powerful leverage is easily brought to bear 
and public opinion 1s used for a fulcrum. 

Horse owners are ‘much encouraged by the 
new life that has been injected into their 


waning cause and now think the Rene 


outlook is good for a season witn the bang 
tails before the winter sets in, As a senti- 
ment the geod peopie of a community hold 
that horse racing is bad, but when a senti- 
ment affects the pucketbook there is often 
a change of feeling. The sight of 
hunureds of people going ‘to Miiwaukee 
daily and spending their good coin’there in 
all manner of forms—for pools, at hotels, 
and for transportation—is a sight that makes 
the most conscientious of shopkeepers grim- 
ace with despair. Then, too, the racegoers 
who flock to the Cream City are not entirely 
satisfied with the game they are getting. 

This object lesson of Milwaukee has been 
brought “home to the business-men of Chi- 
cago, and a movement is under way which 
takes the shape of a monster petition to the 
Legislature to allow a sixty-days’ race meet- 
ing in Cook County. It is not to be a mon- 
ster as far as the mere number of names is 
concerned, but it will be sufficiently long to 
carry weight. Where it will gain its greatest 
power and effectiveness will be from the class 
of people who affix their signatures. Some 
very prominent men have signed the 
petition and signed it in the face 
of any and all opposition that may 
arise. The railroads are not doing the 
business they should the sponsor of the peti- 
tion claims, and with the passenger traffic at 
a tow ebband with no visitors com into 
the city the hotels suffer correspondingly. 
This is shown by a reduction in the scale of 
prices at one of the most prominent hostel- 
ries of Chicago. 

Naturally the active agents 1n this matter, 
the people most interested, are the race- 
horse men themselves, and in starting the ball 
rolling they found but littie opposition in ob- 
taining signatures. Most of the hotelmen 
were eager and antious to give expression to 
their belief that racing here would niaterially 
better the business conditions and the passen- 
ger agents of railroads were not beluind hand 
in their sanction. The movement which 
started among a clase soon became a 
very general business proposition to 
the majority of men that were ap- 
proached by the committee in charge 
of the petition. The first known of it was 
only a few days ago, and the fact has been 
kept concealed as closely as possibile, with

that the originators Lice feit more than 
sanguine as to the ultimate outcome. and feel 
that the character of thuse subscribing will 
give the bill when presented a character that 
will make it well worth the legislators’ care- 
ful perusal, At present the petition is slated 
to go to Springfield about next Thursday.

They declare themselves thankful 
if they can but be permitted to witness a little 
running and trotting without any knowledge 
of the odds at East St. Louis or the results at 
the Viaduct. 

Among the many signers of the petition 
may be mentioned Manager W. S. Eden of 
the Great Northern Hotel. He said yester- 
day: “Certainly they came to me to sign 
it and they met with a good hearty response. 
I signed the petition and signed it on the top 
line. I led ail the rest. Why should I notsign 
it? Here I am losing over $1,000 a week. 
It was simply a business proposition, and 
I thoroughly believe that racing would help 
the business interests of this city. Not only 
the hotels and railroads would be benefited, 
but all classes of trade, It would mean that 
there would be $40,000 to $50,000 brought 
into Chicago each week, That is the aniount 
in my estimation that the city of Chicago is 
losing every week.

HOLMES SEES A NOOSE. | 


SAYS HE THINKS HE WILL HANG FOR 
HIS ALLEGED ORIMES. 


Admits the Burned Body Was Pitzel’s and 
Asserts That He Committed Suicide 
While Intoxicated—Philadelphia’s Dis- 
trict Attorney Makes a Statement—His 
Wife on the Way to See Him-—Mrs, Pit. 
zel Goes to Toronto to Attend the In- 
quest and Identify Her Daughters. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 17.—[Special.]—Iit 
seems almost assured that Holmes will have 
fastened upon him the murder of his insur- 
ance victim, B. F. Pitzel, before long. No 
matter in which way the man turns he is 
confronted by the gallows. It is no wonder 
he said to the officer today when he learned 
that the clothing of the children had been 
found at Toronto, “I guess I'll hang for 
this."" When Holmes was first arrested he 
declared that Pitzel was alive, and that the 
charred body found in the Callowhill street 
house was that ofa medical subject. Today, 
through Coynselor Shoemaker, Holmes 
said the body was that of Pitzel. 

“A job had been arranged to bring here 
the body of a college subject,” said Holmes, 
“but Pitzel became scared, fearing the in- 
surance people would detect him in the 
crime. He went on a spree, and while drunk 
committed suicide by taking chloroform.” 

At this important point Holmes stopped 
and failed to tell how the fire occurred that 
partially congumed the body. He has all 
along contended that he could produce Pit- 
zel, but now admits that the man is dead, 
and he knows how the death occurred. It 
seems as if the prisoner is becoming rattled, 
and his suicide would not be surprising. 

District-Attorney George Graham  to- 
night made the following statement: 

The time has now come when it is proper for 
me to make to the oe a full statement of the 
present condition of this case. After the convic-, 
tion of Holmes for conspiracy to cheat and de 
fraud tbe Fidelity Mutual Life Association I had 
an interview with him in my private office. The 
single purpose of this interview was to ascertain 
whether the three children of Mrs. Pitzel were 
dead or alive. At the mneneviant Holmes 
told a lone, rambl He 
said the children were, to the t of ; knowl- 
edge. alive. That in Detroit, Mich., he had given 
the boy Howard to a woman by the name of 
Minnie Williams, whom he had known in Chi- 
cago, -and who took Howard to Buffalo and 
thence to Niagara Falls. That’ he had taken 
Alice and Nellie, the other two children, to To- 
ronto, Canada, at which place he had sewed into 
the clothing of Alice the sum of $400 in cash, 
and had sent them to Niagara Falls, where they 
joined Minnie Williams and Howard. That 
this woman then took ‘the children to 


1 New York City, where she dressed one of them as 


a boy and then sailed with them for Liverpool. 
ex ale furthér said that Minnie Williams had 
gone to London to set up a mnqenge establish- 
ment, and had located at No. 80 Veder or Vader 
street in that city. and that she was otherwise 
known as Adele Corelle and Geraldine Wanda, 
and that if a certain personal in cipher were in- 
serted in the personal column of the New York 
Herald she would likely see it and produce the 
children on demand. 

No credence whatever was placed in this story, 
but two courses were determined upon. First, 
to insert the personal in the Herald precisely as 
Holmes requested and endeavor to locate the al- 
vena establishment of Minnie Williams in Lon- 

don, and, in fact, to comply with every reasona- 
ble request of the prisoner in the effort to find 
the children, so that he could bave no cause to 
complain of any lack of diligence on our part to 
solve the mystery to his advantage. Secondly,

HOLMES’ WIFE ON THE WAY TO HIM, 


She Starts for Philadelphia—Said to Be 
Getting Out of Reach. 

Franklin, Ind., July 17.—Mrs. Georgiana 
Howard, wife of Howard, or Holmes, the 
insurance swindler, has been busy all day 
getting ready for a trip to Philadelphia to- 
night in answer to a telegram from District 
Attorney Graham. Mrs. Howard received 
the notice at noon today. Mrs. Howard, 
when asked about her knowledge of the 
Pitzel children, said: ‘‘ Upon that subject 
1 have nothing to say.”” She was told thatit 
was reported that she would swear that 
Howard was not in Toronto at the time the 
Pitzel children were murdered. She re- 
plied: “I decline to make any statement 
on that subject.” 

Mrs. Howard’s mother here interposed 
with: ‘‘ That report is certainly not true.” 

Mrs. Howard said that she was at In- 
dianapolis part of last September and Octo- 
ber when Howard and the Pitzel children 
were there. Asked if she knew the Pitzel 
children and that the Pitzel boy had disap- 
peared Mrs. Howard said: 

“Why, I never knew there was such a 
family in existence, and how could I know 
what became of the boy? I never heard of 
the Pitzel family until my husband was ar- 
rested.”’ 


‘Did you ever see the father of the chil- 


dren?’’ 

“ Yes; I know him in Fort Worth, Tex., 
where he worked on a business block which 
Mr. Howard was building, but he went under 
another name. I did not know that he had 
a family.” 

Mrs. Howard was asked what she knew 
about Howard having other wives, and re- 
plied that she knew nothing about it, but 
had heard it said he had, 

Here Mrs. Yeke explained that there is no 
evidence that Howard ever married any oth- 
er woman than her daughter, and said her 
daughter and Howard were married in De- 
cember and that the marriage certificate 
was in her possession. Mrs. Howard also 
said that She and her husband had lived 
in Fort Worth from February to April, 1894, 
and after that almost everywhere. Mrs. 
Howayd gave evidence that she knew just 
where to stop talking. She appeared to bo 
uneasy that her mother would say something 
that ought not to be said. Nothing could 
be obtained from her that would indicate 
that she had any knowledge of Howard's 
crookedness and crimes, or that she is any 
other than a devoted wife.

She Will Attend the Inquest and Identify 
Her Children’s Bodies, 

Despite the precarious condition of both 
mind and body Mrs. B. F. Pitzel will leave 
today for Toronto to attend the inquest held 
over her two murdered daughters and iden- 
tify the remains if. possible. The long-drawn 
out horror and the uncertainty have left 
her in an almost demented condition of 
mind, and she is of so slight a physique 
that the exhaustion has prostrated her. 
Yesterday morning she was threatened with + 
hysteria, and a physician, Dr. Hubbert, was 
hastily summoned. Three visits were neces- 
Sary yesterday, and all day long she was 
plied with drugs and quieting mixtures. 
No ane outside of the Hayward family, with 
whom she has been stopping at No. 6036 
South Sangamon street, was allowed in the 
house. Under the ,influence of, opiates she 
was able to gain alittle rest, but what added 
to the woman’s misery was that she re- 
ceived no messages from her children at 
Galva, Ill. Neither did she receive any 
word from the agents of the Fidelity Insur- 
ance company. 

Late last evening a telegram was received 
at the house by Mrs. Pitzel from Assistant 
State’s-Attorney Graham of Pennsylvania, 
who is at Toronto, requesting that she send 
any marks or means of identification at 
once. Two telegrame were sent, one to Gra- 
ham and the other to the Chief Constable 
and Chief of Detectives. The messages 
were duplicates, and in both Mrs. Pitzel 
told of her intention of starting immediately 
for Toronto. The only means of identifica- 
tion of the elder girl, Alice, was a scar on 
the left side, just below the breast. This 
was caused by. the cutting of an abscess 
which had formed several years ago. Asa 
means of identification of Nettie, the young- 
er child, the mother remembered a birth- 
mark on the left arm, a slight strawberry 
mark, which was located just above the el- 
bow. The younger of the two girls had the 
darker hair of the two. Even with these 
distinctive marks of identification Mrs.’ Pit- 
zel did not feel satisfied that a Coroner’s 
jury would be as.competent to judge of the 
identity as a mother, and in spite of the’ 
protests of Mr. and Mrs. Hayward and the 
doctor’s peremptory command she decided 
to leave today, although at a late hour last 
night the time of departure had not been de- 
cided upon.

Some valuable ‘work has been done re- 
cently on French farms at the suggestion of 
wen who have made a’ study of electrical 
science.

THE SUNDAY FOLLY IN NEW YORK. 

The determined effort of Mayor Strong and 
Police Commissioner Roosevelt to enforce 
the Sunday closing law in New York City 
is not only foolish and visionary but dan- 
gerous from a party point of view. It 
is a question whether it has not already 
set reform Back for years to come in that 
city and prepared the way for the return of 
Tammany to power. Of course one hears 
the usual talk that the purpose is to make 
the law odious by enforcing it. But it is 
happening in New York, as it happened here 
twenty years ago, that the Quixotic crusade 
‘is making the crusaders themselves and the 
‘ideas they are supposed to represent odious. 
It is alienating from the cause of “reform” 
a multitude of respectable American vot- 
ers. It will drive away thousands of Amer- 
ican voters who worked for the re- 
form candidates upon the supposition that 
when elected they would unite their energies 
against the corruptions and frauds of Tam- 
many. Comparatively few dreamt that 
they would seek to enforce class legislation 
and offensive sumptuary laws. 

The excise law was not an issue in the 
campaign that resulted in the election of 
Mr. Strong. It was not expected that the 
law Would be enforced any more vigorously 
than it had been, and it must be remembered 
that Sunday closing has always been more 
effective in New York thaa it is here, and 
that there are few offenses against public 
decency in that city Sunday, although if 
this monstrous policy should result, as it 
probably will, in the return of Tammany 
to power the reaction will be as ex- 
treme as it was in this city when, 
under similar circumstances, the Democrats 
returned to power. Mayor Strong was elect- 
ed upon the issues of purity in politics, hon- 
est administration of government, the 
cleansing of the police force, and the wiping 
out of the Tammany boodilers and public 
plunderers, not upon the Yssue of stopping 
the sale of beer, soda water, and sugar can- 
dy. Mayor Strong has fallen into a trap 
which Tammany has laid for him. He has 
taken the first step which invites defeat. 
It requires an extraordinary degree of stu, 
pidity to imagine that the sale of beer and 
other drinks, even to soda water, can be 
stopped in a great city like New York. The 
attempt to do it is monumental folly. It is 
class -legislation of the worst cescription. 
New York is a city of clubs, and in their 
clubs the rich will and do get all they want to 
drink, ever when beer is denied to the poor; 
and the people know it. 

The results of this folly are likely to be not 
only grave but dangerous to the whole coun- 
try. The! city government will inevitably 
lapse into Tammany’s hands, and once in 
control again that infamous organization 
of public plunderers will intrench itself in 
power so strongly that it will take years to 
dislodge it. Public excitement on a side 
issue will imperil the Republican control of 
the State, and in that case it is not improba- 
ble that it may turn the balance jn national 
legislation and restore the Democrats to 
power again at Washington. Could any- 
thing be more foolish, stupid, or absurd 
from any point of view than to disturb the 
tariff, the finances, and the business of this 
country and make their settlement depend- 
ent upon the enforcement of a Sunday law in 
New York City, with which no other~-city 
and no other State hasany sympathy? The 
people of Chicago have had one costly ex- 
perience of this kind at the hands of 
fanatics. They know how the trial will 
work. They know that it will alienate from 
the cause of reform thousands who are not 
fanatics. They know that in the end it will 
defeat reform and bring its enemies into 
power again. That is what happened here. 
Fortunately the consequences here were 
only local. But in New York City the re- 
sults are likely to be national. It is as- 
tounding that fanatics can carry their folly 
so far as to risk turning over not only the 
municipal but the State and National Gov- 
ernments into the hands of those who have 
hitherto displayed incapacity and have been 
guilty of dishonesty and maladministration 
of every kind and have been repudiated by 
the people, Such a policy as Mayor Strong 
and Commissioner Roosevelt are seeking to 
carry out will not only defeat itself but will 
end their political careers, and it may de- 
feat the party they are supposed (erroneous- 
ly, as we believe) to represent.

NO DOUBLE TAXATION WANTED. 

One of the subjects mentioned in the Gov- 
ernor’s call for a special session is “ the 
creation of such a revenue law as will com- 
pel all persons and corporations to pay 
their full share of taxation on property 
owned or held by them.” It is admitted 
generally that there are defects in the pres- 
ent law as a result of which some persons 
pay more and others less than they should. 
Therefore there should be no opposition to 


person and corporation shall pay a tax in 
proportion to the value of his, her; or its 
property,” as the Constitution puts it. 

But there are some members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly and many persons outside the 
Legislature who, under the pretext of mak- 
ing all property in the State contribute its 
due proportion toward the support of the 
government, are endeavoring to secure a law 
under which two or three hundred million 
dollars’ ‘worth of property can be forced to 
contribute about twice as much as its due 
proportion... Newspapers which are in favor 
of double taxation are informing the Legis- 
lature that the greatest evil of the present 
revenue system is. not the undervaluation 
of property but “the failure to bring to 
light intangible property” and to assess 
stocks, bonds, notes, mortgages, and gen- 
erally all credits. The members are told 
that there’ should be a penaity for a failure 
to list these credits, and that tax-ferrets 
should be employed and rewarded liberally 
when they unearth hidden personal 
property. 

The intangible property which these indi- 
viduals want listed and. taxed has been 

ed and taxed already. When an old 
man of the of farming has sold 
hisland, receiving one-fourth of the purchase 
money in cash and taking a mortgage to 
secure the payment of the remainder, these 
double taxers would tax both the land and 
the mortgage, although the latter is merely 
a lien upon the land, and would be valueless 
were that land swept away.

Chicago merchants sell hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of goods on credit to 
retailers in this and other States. Those 
goods are assessed once in the hands of 
those small dealers. If the Chicago whole., 
salers are required to list the notes which 
they have been given for those goods which 
have not been paid as yet, then those goods 
have been assessed twice and taxes have to 
be paid on them by the persons in whose 
pessession they are, and also by another set 
of persons who do not have them in their 
possession. This is not equitable taxation, 
but an attempt on the part of tax-eaters to 
increase that tax fund from which they are 
supported. 

If it were possible to enforce a permanent 
system of double taxation both sets of taxes 
would be paid by the holders of the tangible 
property. The man who had possession of 
the mortgaged land would have to pay the 
mortgagee a higher rate of interest to make 
good to the latter the taxes he was com- 
pelled to pay, or if the mortgage note was 
made out for $5,000 for five years the money 
lender would retain out of the principal as 
much as he thought the five-year taxes 
would be likely to amount to.. But the ex- 
periments which have been made in other 
States prove that in spite of inquisitorial 
laws and the investigations of tax ferrets 
the great bulk of the tangible property of a 
State cannot be put on the assessment book. 
Credits belonging to widows and orphans, 
which are on record in Probate Courts, can 
be reached by the Assessor, and they are 
about all, 

Therefore the Legislature should not pay 
any attention to these tax-eaters, but should 
confine its labors to the framing of a law 
under which tangible property will be as- 
sessed justly, and will pay but one tax. If 
they attempt to collect taxes from mere 
paper representatives of property they will 
do mischief to the extent that they succeed, 


| but their efforts never will meet with much 


success. 


PERMANENT ARBITRATION 
BEST. 

The House has voted adversely on one of 
Altgeld’s recommendations, One of the sub- 
jects to which he called the attention of the 
Legislature was that of an arbitration law, 
and in doing so he suggested that instead of 
a standing salaried board there be “ such 
legislation as will enable the parties to a 
dispute alone or with the aid of a County 
Judge to select their own board in each 
case.’ 

When the House had the arbitration bill 
under consideration Tuesday an amend- 
ment was offered to meet the Governor's 
views. It was debated for some time and 
yesterday it was voted down. It was the 
opinion of the majority of the members, as 
it is of most of those who have given the 
subject any thought, that a standing board, 
assuming that it is composed of the right 
kind of men, will be able to do more for the 
maintenance of industrial peace than these 
temporary, impromptu boards which the 
Governor seems to favor. 

Where there is a permanent board whose 
members have proved to the satisfaction of 
employers and employés that they are in- 
telligent and fair-minded both parties in 
industrial controversies will submit their 
disputestoit with much less hesitation than 
they will to a board improvised for the emer- 
gency composed of men who may have had 
no experience whatever in deciding ques- 
tions of this kind. The members of the 
standing board aftef they have served fora 
time will accumulate a fund of information 
concerning industrial matters which will en- 
able them to arrive more speedily at sounder 
conclusions than will be possible with any 
three men who are called on to serve for th 
first time. , 

Until arbitration has become a habit dis- 
putants will be more likely to resort to arbi- 
tration if there is a permanent board to 
which they can appeal and whose services 
they can command at once than if they 
have to go through various preliminaries in 
order to organize a board of their own. They 
can do that now if they want to, though there 
is no law on the subject, and the findings of 
such a board are just as enforceable as those 
of a State board will be. 

A permanent board will be one of concili- 
ation as well as of arbitration. It will 
offer its services before a disagreement has 
reached an acute stage. If the parties are 
not inclined to arbitrate it will discuss the 
question with them and seek to secure con- 
cessions on one or both sides so as to har- 
monize “matters. If one side will not lis- 
ten to reason and will concede nothing and 
will not arbitrate the board can at least in- 
vestigate and give to the public its conclu- 
sions as to the merits of the dispute. If pro- 
vision is made for temporary boards only 
there will be no official peacemaker to inter- 
vene before active hostilities have begun. 

A permanent board is infinitely to be pre- 
ferred, except in the event of Altgeld being 
allowed to pick out the three worst dema- 
gogues in Illinois and make them the mem- 
bers of it with instructions to travel through 
the State fomenting strife. But the Legisla- 
ture, which knows his peculiarities, will 
take precautions which will prevent the se- 
lection of bad men. 


BOARDS 


A PURELY DEMOCRATIC DEFICIT. 

The Assistant State Treasurer says there 
is so Httle money in the Treasury now that 
before the taxes begin coming in early next 
year there will be a shortage of funds, and 
the payment of State warrants will have to 
be delayed. The chief clerk of the Audi- 
tor’s office is of the same opinion, If there 
should be that lack of money next year, 
which these two officials apprehend, the 
blame will not rest on the present General 
Assembly, but on the last one, which was 
Democratic in both branches. As is well 
known, it made heavy appropriations and 
a small and insufficient tax levy. And, al- 
though the Governor saw that it wasdnsuf- 
ficient, he did not call the attention of the 
Legislature to it before it adjourned. Sub- 
ordinate officers said it was too small, but he 
kept silent. Nor did he call a special ses- 
sion in order to give the General Assembly 
another opportunity to provide funds which 
he knew would be needed. 

Altgeld did not do in 1893 what he did in 
1895 vecause he understood perfectly that a 
small tax levy meant a low tax rate and that 
when the 1894 elections came off the Demo- 
cratic speakers would compare the low rate 
of Democratic with the higher rate of Re- 
publican taxation and ask the voters to 
cast their ballots for the candidates of the 
party of “economy.’”’ They did what Altgeld 
expected they would, but the voters did not 
respond. 

If he had forced the last General Assem- 
bly to do its duty his party would not have 
been whipped any worse than it was, and 
there would have been enough money in 
the Treasury to meet all possible demands 
against the State. But as a consequence of 
his failure to perform his duty the Treas- 
ury will be empty next spring. That is 
what the Assistant Treasurer and the chicf 
clerk of the Auditor’s office say, and their 
statements can be trusted. Altgeld says 
there will be money enough if “ judiciously 
used” and if “not paid out until actually 
needed.” That is, the creditors of the State 
are to be forced to wait for their money until 
the taxes of this year have reached the 
Treasury and it is possible to pay these cred- 
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Treasurer next spring in addition to what 


the last General Assembly appropriated. 
All that it can do is to increase the taxes 


to be paid during 1896 and 1897, and yet doubt- 


less when there is a scarcity of funds early 
next year Altgeld and his Democratie friends 
will say that the present Legislature is re- 
sponsible, instead of confessing that the 
Democratic Legislature of 1895 caused the 
entire trouble by its failure to make a large 
enough tax levy. 


VACATIONS OF COOK COUNTY JUDGES. 

A House member from this county has in- 
troduced a bill to regulate and restrain 
the vacation proclivities of the Judges who 
administer justice in this city. It declares 
that they shall be allowed a vacation with- 
out pay of one week at Christmas time 
and of three weeks in summer. For every 
working day on which they do not spend 
&ve hours in court they are to be docked $20. 
The office of any Judge who does not hold 
court for at least 188 days of five hours each 
during a year is to be deemed vacant and 
an election held to fill it, as if that Judge 
had died, 

This bill is meant, doubtless, as a solemn 
protest against the growing tendency of 
the Judges to shorten the number of work- 
ing days in the year rather than as a serious 
piece of legislation. For if the General As- 
sembly were to pass it and the.Governor to 
sign it the Supreme Court would proceed 
to declare it unconstitutional on the ground 
that the Legislature cannot regulate the 
hours of Judges or prescribe their holidays. 
The court would say that the Constitution 
has specified the way in which Judges may 
be removed and that the Legislature cannot 
change the method, Furthermore the com- 
pensation of Judges cannot be altered dur- 
ing their term of office. 

Consequently the Cook County Judges will 
not become nervous and will not feel obliged 
to send a delegation down to Springfield 
to lobby against this bill. But the fact that 
such a measure has been offered and that 
a great many Chicagoans would be rather 


_ pleased if it were to pass ought to lead then: 


to reflect whether they are not overdoing 
the vacation business and whether it is 
quite equitable that salaries should run 
while courts do not. If every Judge were 
employed steadily except during the long 
summer vacation there might not be so 
much objection to their idleness in the hot 
months. But how many Judges are there 
who hold court daily during the autumn, 
winter, and spring: months? It is well 
known that the judicial feeling generally is 
that a Judge has a right to shut up shop 
whenever he feels like it and trot off to 
make a speech, to pay a visit, or to attend 
to some private business, and yet no mat. 
ter how many days. have been squandered 
thus a Judge would feel aggrieved were it 
suggested that he make good in vacation 
season the time thus lost. 

The Legislature gannot cure this tendency 
to shirk work, which seems to grow with the 
increase in the number of the Judges and to 
become more intense as the dockets become 
more crowded. Nor is the Legislature ex- 
actly the body to complain of the Judges for 
wasting time and drawing pay when doing 
no work. For the legislative record is a 
frightful one. The General Assembly man- 
ages to loaf at least one day for every one it 
works. But while it cannot expedite the ad- 
ministration of justice by making the Judges 
work harder, it can do so by reforming the 
practice in the courts, so that much less time 
will. be swallowed up in the trial of each 
case and the total number of cases disposed 
of in a year be nearly doubled. It is easy 
for the Legislature, by simply restoring to 
Judges certain common law powers which 
were taken from them unwisely, to add to 
their efficiency and make it possible for 
them to clean up their dockets, even though 
they do take long vacations,. The Judges 
are blameworthy because though s0 
far behind with their work they go off pleas- 
uring, but the Legislature will be even more 
culpable if it fail to pass laws which will: 
do more to secure the prompt administration 
of justice than the Judges could do were 
they to hold court daily. 

ANOTHER AMERICAN DUCHESS IN PROS- 
PECT. 

A special dispatch from New York brings 
the intelligence that the present dull season 
in the world of society is likely to be stirred 
to its depths by the threatened engagement 
of Miss Consuelo Vanderbilt to the young 
Duke of Marlborough. Except for casual 
mention, Miss Consuelo Vanderbilt has not 
attracted much public attention, her goings 
and comings having been overshadowed by 
the unfortunate episode in the recent experi- 
ences of her parents, Mrs. Alva Vanderbilt 
and Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt, leading to their 
divorce. The coming young woman of the 
period is not frightened upon any occasion, 
hence it is not remarkable that the young 
lady in question boldly faces the prospect 
of union with a Duke belonging to a family 
mcre or less notorious for its pursuit of 
wealth from the days when John Churchill, 
Duke of Marlborough, and Sarah Jennings, 
his wife, were not averse even to treachery 
so it benefited their private exchequer. 

The young Miss Consuelo is reputed to be 
attractive in her presence, a success in 80- 
ciety, quiet in her gowns, democratic in her 
ways, domestic in her disposition, and of 
course addicted to the bicycle habit. There 
is nothing in all this to scare off the young 
Duke, since she has plenty of money and 
more in*prospect, and money is what Dukes 
of slowly decaying families are after. The 
Duke himself has become known in this 
country by reason of the interest which has 
been felt in his stepmother, who, as Mrs, 
Hammersley, married the father in New York 
eight years ago, and after his decease, four 
years ago, lost little time in becoming Lady 
William Beresford. During her Marlborough 
experiences she expended half a million of 
her fortune in restoring the Marlborough 
mansion, besides suffering other inroads 
upon the money which Mr. Hamersiey had 
hindly left her, Now that the stepmother 
has quit the ancestral halls of the Marl- 
boroughs it is not improbable the young 
Duke finds it a heavy task to keep them up 
and meet the large expenses necessitated by 
his position.

PARKS ON THE NORTH SHORE. 

A week from next Tuesday the Evanston- 
lans will vote to organize a park district 
under the law passed at the last session. It 
will net be many years before they have a 
pleasure ground upon the lake shore which 
will be one’ of the great attractions of their 
beattiful city. 

It is stated that the residents of many of 
the suburbs north of Evanston, for whose 
benefit the “act to provide for the organiza- 
tion of park districts and the transfer of 
submerged lands to those bordering on nav- 
igable bodies of water” was passed quite as 
much as it was for that of the Evanstonians, 
do not feel inclined to take advantage of the 
law. One of their objections is that the 
power of taxation given to the Park Commis- 
sioners is too great. They are empowered 
to levy taxes not exceeding four mills on the 
dollar and to sell bonds to an amount not 
exceeding three per cent of the valuation for 
purposes of taxation. 

The fear of excessive taxation does not 
seem to be justified. The property-owners 
residing in park districts organized under 
this law will have. much more to say about 
the expenditures than do the property- 
owners living in the Chicago park disiricts, 
The Commissioners who govern the latter 
are appointed by the Judges or by the Govern- 
or. The people have no control over them. 
But the five men who will have charge of 
the affairs of one of these new park districts 
will be elected by the people, and they will 
not be likely to defy the wishes of their con- 
stituents and make reélection impossible by 
spending too much money. 

if the voters of a park district are in favor 
of making haste slowly they will elect Com- 
missioners who are in favor of that policy. 
As the number of voters in each of these dis- 
tricts will be comparatively small it will be 
easy for the Commissioners to learn what 
their wishes are, and those wishes will be 
respected. 

The northern suburbs will make a mistake 
if through unreasonable fear of taxation 
they postpone for any great length of time 
the organization of: park districts under 
this new law. Delay in matters of that 
kind, especially when larid has to be bought, 
is generally rather expensive. It would 
have been cheaper and better for Chicago 
if it had gone into the park business sooner 
than it did. There is no municipal invest- 
ment which pays as well as a park does, as 
those suburbs which have their parks first 
will learn.

PAUL-BOURGET’S NEW BOOK EULO- 
GIZES THEIR VIRTUES. 


He Says They Typify. in a Country as Yet 
Without an Ideal, the Yankee’s De- 
votion te Sheer Force of Will-Their 
Sharply Defined Individualism Invokes 
His Highest Admiration=The Book Re- 
cords Hastily Gained Impressions in a 
Graceful, Lucid, Literary Style. 

Of the making of books (about America) 

there is no end, and at the first blush M. 

Paul Bourget’s much-talked of “Outre- 

Mer ” would seem to add little to our knowl- 

edge of a somewhat overdescribed continent, 

says the June Englishwoman. To the outer 
darkness surrounding the ordinary Paris- 
jan a description of an ‘‘ocean greyhound,” 

a Pullman car, or even a cowboy, may still 

possibly bring illumination, but to the aver- 

age Anglo-Saxon these topics can hardly be 
said to be of absorbing novelty or interest. 

Did M. Bourget see Wall street plain? Did 

he marvel at‘the squalor of the Bowery or 

the showy. magnificence of Newport? Did 

he journey thousands of miles to learn that 

pigs are killed at Porkopolis, or to be told, 
and to gravely retell us, that trains stop 
twenty minutes at Chicago for divorces? 

This may seem something of a burlesque of 


much of M. Bourget’s matter, but the fact | 


remains that the naiveté of many of this 
celebrated writer's observations—such, for 
instance, as that the American upper classes 
ignore politics, or that the Yankee husband 
is too often merely represented by his checks 
—would make us smile were it not for the ir- 
resistible charm of the master’s literary 
manner. To lovers of style, so much grace, 
lucidity, and polish needs must tell; while, 
from a mere popular point of view, the en- 


thusiasm for the American woman displayed | 


by the author will doubtless bring him thou- 
sands of readers in the “‘vastly inquiring ”’ 
country he so lately visited. 

What, then, has M. Bourget to say of the 
American woman? To begin with, he seems 
bewildered with her complexity, for he calls 
her in turn an idol, an enigma, an orchid, an 
exotic, while she typifies, in a country as 
yet without an ideal, the Yankee’s devotion 
to sheer force of will. She is not made to be 
loved. She does not want to be loved. It is 
neither voluptuousness nor tenderness that 
she symbolizes; she is a palpitating objet 
d’art, at once sumptuous, alert, intelligent, 
and audacious, and as such the pride and 
luxury of a new and somewhat defiant civili- 
zation. 

In fne, M. Bourget’s language on the sub- 
ject is so magnificent that we should write 
him down a romanticist pure and simple 
were it not that in the course of his analysis 
he shows us another side to the picture. 
The purity of the American girl, the author 
of Le Disciple tells us, is not to be ques- 
tioned, She is coquettish as well as caleu- 
lating, and as frankly mercenery on occa- 
sion as she is naively self-centered. Clearly, 
it is the individualism of the American 
woman that surprises the critic of Latin 
race, for Northerners have little difficulty 
in. understanding a nature which seeks its 
interest as much in globe-trotting and self- 
culture—or shall we call it self-advance- 
ment?—as in mere ebullitions of passion or 
sentiment. 


Hydrophobia: Causesand Effecta. 

So great is the popular dread of hydropho- 
bia that a slight derangement of the dog’s 
nervous system is often mistaken for symp- 
toms of rabies, while a dog in convulsions, 
in an epileptic fit, or stricken with apoplexy 
may be shot as mad—particularly if it be hot 
weather—before there is a chance of deter- 
mining the nature of his disease. 

A dog may have a fit from overexertion in 
the heat of the sun, from neurailgic pains, 
or from toothache, from meningitis, exces- 
sive fright, parasites in the nose or brain, 
acute ear disease, or from the distress of 
being lost in a large city; or, if a female, of 
being deprived of her whelps. Recently it 
has been shown that mental distress has the 
power to give a dog diabetes. It stands to 
reason that so sensitive an animal shoul 
never be unduly excited. , 

On no account allow one dog to see an- 
other in a fit. The suffering dog should 
have his head wet and should be kept for a 
time in ‘a dark, quiet place, free from all ex- 
citement. In most cases of convulsions 4 
small dose of bromide of potassium will do 
great good. Hydrophobia, considered gs a 
canine disease, is decidedly a misnomer. 
The proper term for canine madness is 
rabies. The rabid dog has ‘‘no fear of water.” 
On the contrary, he craves it, and unless 
paralyzed he has no difficulty in swallowing 
it. Rabies is a specific disease of the nervous 
system. In all cases there is an intense in- 
fiammation of the brain and spinal marrow, 
ending in a loss of function, which is a result 
common to inflamed glands. The mucous 
glands of the stomach and bowels, the liver, 
the pancreas, and the kidneys are all more or 
less injected with blood; but the salivary 
glands are a affected, and the secre- 
tien of saliva is greatly increased. There is 
the furious or maniacal form of rabies and 
the paralytic. The paralytic is Known as 
dumb rabies. 

Absolutely typical cases of either form are 
as rare as is the disease. ; 

Epileptical convulsions are dueto an irreg- 
ular discharge of the nerve cells. They oc- 
cur unexpectedly, are of variable duration, 
and the spasms are of two kinds. A pro- 
longed muscular contraction is called tonic 
spasm. Following the tonic spasm are the 
clonic spasms, which consist of alternate 
contraction and relaxation. The dog, like 
the human subject, will froth at the mouth 
and bite the tongue. Epilepsy may be 
hereditary or may be due to teething and 
worms. 

Apoplexy differs greatly from epilepsy. 
The convulsions are not prominent; the 
pupils of the eyes are either contracted or 
dilated; there is long-continued uncon- 
sciousness and more or less paralysis. 

Meningitis, so often mistaken for rabies, 
is very different still. The temperature is 
very much elevated, which it is not in rabies; 
the dog snaps, but shows no tendency to 
bite, and there is no particular bark and 
howl combined, although the dog’s voice is 
high pitched. 

Phrenitis is a simple inflammation of the 
brain. It is sOmetimes a complication of 
distempers, and is the only disorder which 
resembles rabies. It generally occurs in 
the hottest weather. The dog cannot prop- 
agate phrenitis by salivary inoculation. 

** Hydrophobia in human beings,” says a 
writer, ‘‘ results from accidents ofan us 
order, sometimes mortal, sometimes ra- 
ble, according as they derive from disorders 
analogous to tetanus (lockjaw) produced by 
a wound or from purely mental disorders.”’ 
Acording to Dr. Caffe, “ spontaneous rabi- 
form hydrophobia is the only rabies that 
exists, and that is a moral ra Fas 

Before M. Pasteur’s system was invented 
about nineteen persons annually were of- 
ficially reported to have died of hydrophobia. 
Now, strange as it may seem, the number 
of persons who annually report themselves 
bitten by rabid animals av from 1,50u 
to 2,000. Rabies is a rare 
today than in the past, and hydrophobia is 
more or less a form of hysteria. 

Were there less talk about it it would be 
better for the community. A little more 
knowledge of our nervous system, a little 
less ignorance of the dog’s, and we shall be 
far more likely to escape hydrophobia entire- 
ly than to die from it or to be saved by inocu- 
lation.—Vogue.

He Fights His Way Through an Angry 
Crowd with a Prisoner. 

Detective De Roche of the Central Station 
was beset by a mob of citizens while trying to 
arrest a man at Monroe and Franklin streets 
yesterday afternoon.

New York, July 17.—{Special.}—Since the 
practical abandonment of the Hill-Adams 
plan of uniting the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern railroads under the con- 
trol of President Hill of the latter company, 
the plan being in conflict With the laws of 


- Minnesota, there has been much talk in 


Wall street about a plan to accomplish the 
game end by forming a-company in some 
other State—New Jersey, for example—to 
buy a controlling interest in both roads. 
The departure of Mr. Adams for London in 
April in company with Mr. Hill took place, 
it is thought, in pursuance of telegraphic 
instruction from the Deutsche Bank in Ber- 
lin.

PHOSPHATE TRUST BEING FORMED. 
Overproduction and Low Prices Cause the 
Combination of Interests. 

New York, July 17.—{Special.]—A phos- 
phate trust, embracing more than fifty sepa- 
rate companies, is being formed. Dr. Otto 
A. Moses of this city, who owns large phos- 
phate deposits in the South, is the promoter 
of the combination. Several weeks ago he 
met the owners and representatives of com- 
panies at Bartow, Fla., and laid his plan for 
consolidating all interests before them. 
There was a report that Col. North’s English 
syndicate, which controls the big nitrate 
beds in South America, was seeking to get 
control of the phosphate companies in this 
country, but this is pronounced untrue. 
The attorneys for Dr. Moses and some of 
the phosphate companies say the consolida- 
tion has not been completed, and no English 
capital has been asked for. Over fifty com- 
panies now located in Florida, South Caro- 
lina, and Tennessee, are included in the com- 
bination. Overproduction has caused low 
prices and demoralization of the business, 
and many companies have had to shut down.

“ARMING FOR AFIGHT, 


SETTLERS WILL RESIST EVIOTIONS 


AT PBENDER, NEB. 


Deputation Comes to Omaha for Rifles 
and the Situation Looks Serious if the 
Indian Police Attempt to Carry Out 
Their Threats=Reported Uprising in 
Wyoming with Loss of Life-Govern- 
ment Authorities Do Not Take a Seri- 
ous View of the Matter. 

Omaha, Neb., July 17.—{Special.}—W. E. 
Peebles of Pender is in Omaha. He holds a 
commission from citizens of Thurston Coun- 
ty to prchase 100 Winchester rifles and a 
large amount of ammunition, which will be 
shipped to Pender tomorrow. He says sixty- 
eight men have signed a compact to assist 
the Sheriff of Thurston County in enforcing 
the injunction of Judge Norris, granted 
Monday, restraining Agent Beck from furth- 
er evictions of the Flourney company ten- 
ants. Sheriff Mullen went over to the Win- 
nebago Agency today to serve the injunc- 
tion. The Sheriff of Dakota County has 
agreed to join Sheriff Mullen in raising a 
posse of 200 men to go te the agency and ar- 
rest Beck and his police force and take them 
to Pender for trial if they persist in ignoring 
the injunction of the State Court. Peebles 
says a force of 250 men can be mustered in a 
day, and they are determined to protect the 
renters, who have growing crops on the In- 
dian lands. Dispatches from Pender tonight 
tend to confirm Peebles’ statement, although 
Agent Beck has not yet spoken. 

Cheyenne, Wyo., July 17.—Gov. Richards 
received a telegram last night signed by 
the Justice of Peace and constable of Mary- 
Ville, in the Jackson Hole district, saying: 

‘“ Nine Indians arrested; one killed; others 
escaped. Many Indians reported here 
threatening lives and property. Settlers are 
moving miles away. Want protection im- 
mediately. Action on your part absolutely 
necessary.” 

Gov. Richards forwarded the message to 
the Secretary of the Interior and asked him 
to take immediate action. The Governor 
says thé entire trouble can be stopped by 
the Secretary of the Interior instructing 
the Indian Agent at Fort Hall, Idaho, to 
send out his Indian police to call in all hunt- 
ing parties of the Indians who are in Wy- 
oming. If it becomes necessary to send State 
troops to the region companies will be sent 
from Evanston and Lander. 

Washington, D. C., July 17.—Under date 
of June 17, 1805, Gov. Richards wrote to the 
Sccretary of the Interior in regard to the 
killing of game by the Shoshone and Ban- 
nock Indians. He says the same trouble 
occurs very year. The Indians secure passes 
from the reservation agents to go to distant 
points for various purposes and then spend 
the time hunting. The Governon says the 
county or State should not have the trouble 
and expense of teaching the Indians to 
obey the game laws.

The report 
of the alleged uprising of the Bannock In- 
dians was received at the War Department 
today, but no action will be taken further 
than to notify the department commander to 
have troops at Fort Washakie in readiness 
to protect the people and property in case 
they are wanted.

‘the house they heard the side gate slam and 
saw the formofaman retreating on the side. 
walk south. 

Mr. Knight demanded the man to halt, 
thinking of course it was the burglar who 
had escaped from the house. The mun con- 
tinued walking. Mr. Knight fired, the bullet 
striking the man in the back. As he fell his 
voice was recognized as that of Wherle. He

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SNAP TO SELL LIGHT. 


GAS ENGINE ELEOTRIO OOMPAN 
AND ITS LITTLE PRANOHISE, 


It Desires to Cross Clark and Lake Streets 
with a Three-Inch Conduit to Supply 
Lights from the Excess Which It Is 
Generating in Its Double Plant—Presi- 
dent Fuller Says the Talk About It Isa 
Tempest in a Teapot—His Company Does 
Not Care About the Franchise, 


In the basement underneath the saloon oper- 
ated by O’Hara & Kelly at No. 122 Lake 
| street is located the largest part of the light- 
producimg plant of the ‘‘ American Gas En- 
gine Electric company.’ The rest of the 
plant is located under M. Griesheimer’s 
ciothing store. While adjacent there is no 
direct connection between the two, all 
the currents generated pass through one 
switchboard and are cuntrolled by the elec- 
trician of the latter plant which was first put 
in. The spaces occupied by the two plants 
form a letter L,-with one end touching Lake 
street and the other abutting on the alley in 
the rear and ending at Clark street. 

All the “American Gas Engine Electric 
company” wants from the Council is what is 
termed the innocent little privilege of cross- 
ing Lake and Clark streets and an alley with 
a three-inch conduit. Ald. Coughlin, who 
introduced the ordinance, so viewed the privi- 
lege desired and wanted it passed without 
reference toa committee. It turns out the 
American Gas Engine Electric company sells 
electric current. According to Ald. Cough- 
lin, ex-Ald. Kelly is interested. Coughlin 
says the ordinance was handed to him bya 
South Side Alderman and that six or eight 
members of the -Council told him it was a 
‘good thing.”” He has no acquaintance with 
the facts himself, but introduced the ordi- 
nance as he was told, 

Inquiry was made at Kelly’s saloon as to 
the plant, and the bartender cheerfully ad- 
vanced the information that Kelly didn’t have 
anything to do with it. 

‘The entrance to the Lake street section is 
down a flight of stairs in the alley. Two’ 
men were at work in the farther end filling 
storage battery cells, and a big gas engine 
was driving a mammoth Edison motor. There 
were at least 200 storage cells, which com- 
pletely filled the entire tront half of the cel- 
lar which is twenty-two feet wide. The 
dynamo and big gas engine fill the rear haif, 
and the place is fairly well fitted up for 
electric lighting pur 

Entrance to the Clark street station is ef- 
fected through Griesheimer’s store, and it 
contains a sixty horse-power engine, driving 
a Westinghouse aynamo, and the entire sys- 
tem operated from this plant is of the latter 
type. The entire plant has a probable ca- 
pacity for 2,000 lights, but could undoubt- 
edly be augmented, as there is an excess of 
power over the dynamos driven. Both sta- 
tions have been in existence scarcely six 
months. ; 

J. pane Fuller, President of the Amer- 
ican Gas ngine Electric company, was in- 
terviewed last night as to his plans in asking 
for u franchise and bis future movements, 
He said: 

In the first place, we have got. enough of 
trying to ask for any underground privileges. 
We never expected such a tempest in a teapot 
over asking to cross Clark street, Lake street, 
and an alley witha three-inch pipe. Here. 
after when any light is desired from us in a 
block we wiil put a plant in and not even ask 
tofstring overhead wires across thestreet. The 
whole matter isso simple if people are the 
least bit open to reason. There is fo 
attempt at sandbagging any company and we 
do not intend to make any grabs for dodwn- 
town territory. 

**Let me explain the whole matter. I am 
agent for a double-acting gas engine, and to 
demonstrate the feasibility of furnishing light 
from a gas engine we put in the: plant under 
Mr. Griesheimer’s store to furnish him 
light. The ordinary gas engine was too ir- 
reguiar to produce steady light, so I wanted 
this plant for an example, Taois was puf in 
about the first of the year and has been run- 
ning steadily since. Along in April we de. 
cided to put in a larger gas engine, the other 
being sixty horse-power and the new one 110 
horse-power. The plant was put in under 
Kelly’s saloon. and we furnished light up- 
stairs. Several commission men applied for 
light and being friends of mine we let them 
have it, as with the increased power we had 
aa excess of current. Nowthis is exactly 
what caused us to ask for per mission 
simply to cross Clark street. There have 
been some eight or ten applications 
from business-men in the neighborhoud to us 
for electric lighting and power, among them 
being John Gaynor at the corner of Clark.and 
Lake streets. We have an excess and ail that 
was desired was permission to cross Clark 
street with a conduit, but it has created such 
an immense amount of talk and noise that it 
will never happen again. 

‘‘No, the firm has no idea of increasing the 
size of its plant et the point mentioned, nor 
are we fighting any company or orgauization. 
As I say, we had an excess of power, and the 
lighte being cheaper than is usual on account 
of our using gas, we were trying to dispose of 
. we our friends in the immediate neighbor- 

ood,’ 


STRIKE OF ILLINOIS, MINERS FEARED. 


Coal-Diggers in the Northern District Op- 
posed to Wage Keduction., 

Spring Valley, Ill., July 17.—[{Special.}]— 
Another strike is apprehended in Northern 
Illinois. The result of the conference be- 
tween the Indiana operators and miners at 
Terre Haute, at which a reduction of 9 cents 
a ton is in sight for nearly the whole of that 
State, is received in this district with the 
fear that the announcement of a similar re- 
duction here will precipitate another strike 
in Northern Illinois. The miners and mine 
owners meet in Joliet tomorrow to decide 
upon what is to be done. The miners of this 
city in mass-meeting this evening instructed 
their delegates to vote against any reduction 
in the price of mining. 

Terre Haute, Ind., July 17.—(Special.]— 
The 5i-cent scale for mining in the bitu- 
minous field in this State has been rejected 
by the miners. The agreement signed here 
last Friday was conditional on the men ap- 
proving it in their local lodges. The time is 
up tomorrow for canvassing the returns, 
and it is expected the miners will be ordered | 
out tomorrow night. 

Ishpeming, Mich., July 17.—[{Special. }]— 
The Ishpeming and Negaunee men are still 
out, and as yet there is little prospect of an 
adjustment of affairs. The men show a 
stronger determination to stand together 
than formerly. At the close of the meeting 
today the men from both cities visited the 
mines in their district to ascertain if any 
work was being done. All properties, how- 
ever, were idle and the strikers had no cause 
for further action. The local mine officials 
held a meeting today and decided not to 
operate the steam shovels or do any work 
whatever save to keep the pumps running. 
The men have been advised by the officials 
that they can extend their vacation as long 
as they desire, as the companies are in no 
hurry to resume operations.

HARVEST DOES NOT AFFECT CHICAGO, 


Reported Demand for Men Is Not Felt in 
the Local Market. 

Every harvest in the Northwest brings forth 
annually a report of scarcity of farm hands in 
that section of the country, especially in Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas, yet it makes little 
difference-in the labor market here or in the 
East and South... This condition is the result 
of sudden and emergency demand, and the re- 
port is sometimes exaggerated. Dispatches 
from St. Paul and Minneapolis announce a 
serious scarcity of harvesters to handle the 
immense crops just maturing, yet investiga- 
tion proves no inducements are offered for 


men and that the emergency exists only in- 


few localities. Northwestern farmers receive 
little consideration at the local employment 
agencies, and there is a slight feeling of retri- 
butive exultation among the labor agents. 
They claim they are not treated fairly by 
these same Northwestern farmers, who come 
at them with the strongest appeals for as- 
} sistance and then violate their pledges with- 
out the slightest quaims of conscience. 

“The crops in that part of the country 
ripen and aré harvested and ail out of the 
way within a very short period of time,” said 
the manager of a large employment agency 
yesterday, “ the farmers need men and 
need them badly d using that time. But they 

offer them no inducBinents and can only get 
them from here by iron-clad agreements to 
furnish Loonmerncees for an extended period. 
They used to send men up there on the most 
nerous promises, but after working trom 
wn todark a couple of weeks their work 
was done and they were let out after paying 
- more money aa transportation and trav- 
rar agp wapen than they received for their 
moe railroads formerly made special 
rates, but even this is denied now.’’ 

At the railroad offices no reports of extreme 
shortage or inability to handle the crops had 
been made by the agents in that section, who 
are required to watcn the situgtion carefuily. 
In some localities $1.25 a day was offered 
tor temporary employment, while at another 
point the agent announced ta iew men 
re obtain work for five months at the rate 

of $25 a month. Lines west of Minneapolis 
and St. Paul are making special rates for par- 
ties of five.oi more, but officials claim that 
alleged harvesters taking advantage of such 
rates are in reality hunting parties and twur- 
ists seeing the country at the :east expense.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


An effort is being made to revive the plan of 
equipping tugs in the Chicago River with fire 
pumps and making them an auxiliary of the regu- 
lar fire department. After the severe fires in the 
lumber district, along the South Branch of the 
Chicago River in July and August of last year, a4 
proposition was made which met with instant 
favor, to equip ten tugs with fire pumps. The 
proposition came from the lumber men, who 
passed resolutions in favor of the plan, and a meet- 
ing of the various persons interested was called 
to consider the matter. Chief Swenie was con- 
sulted and after giying the subject consideration 
he expressed the bellef that such a plan would add 
considerably to the fire fighting efficiency of the 
department. The matter was referred to the 
Finance committee of the City Council, and the 
members were impressed with the idea and un- 
officially they promised to give it their support. 

Chief Swenie secured figures from pump manu- 
facturers on the cost of equipping the tugs, and 
it was found it would not exceed $25,000 for ten, 
the number it was thought would be well to 
provide with pumps. At a second meeting of 
those interested some of the tug-owners were 
present and they submitted a proposition to allow 
the equipping of their tugs by the city on payment 
of $300 a year, and a further payment of a speci- 
fied sum for each hour during which the tugs were 
in service. This met with Chief Swenie’s favor, 
and the members of the Finance committee agreed 
to have an ordinance passed allowing the tug- 
owners the $300 a year and the additional amount 
for service. Committees were appointed to secure 
the co#peration of the various interests, such as 
lumber dealers, elevator men, and the wholesale 
firms located along the river banks. These com- 
mittees called on the various firms and individuals 
and promises were secured for much of the money 
needed. When work had progressed to this point 
winter came on and the work was dropped. 

The dry weather which has been partially 
broken by the rain of the last two days has 
caused the people interested to begin a crusade 
for the completion of the work. Recently the 
entire subscription of the lumber men was com- 
pleted and more. According to the preliminary 
figuring the lumber interest was expected to 
contribute in the neighborhood of $3,500. They 
have now $4,630 subscribed, or more than $1,000 
in excess of what was expected of them. The 
other committees are to begin work soon, and it 
is expected the whole amount will be raised with- 
out delay. It is urged by those who favor the 
plan, and there ig no one who opposes it, that the 
furnishing of ten tugs with fire pumps will add 
fully 50 per cent to the efficiency of the depart- 
ment in fighting fires along the river fronts. In 
addition to this they would be of great service in 
case of a boat getting on fire on the lake, away 
from the reach of the regular fire boats. The in- 
terests along the river front and the lake front 
are a considerable pertion of the entire business 
interest of the city. The plan meets with the ap- 
proval of the underwriters of the city, who see in 
it a lessening of the fire hazard. If the tugs are 
equinped it will put an end to the increases in 
rates which have been made in the past as a re- 
sult of the heavy losses along the river, and it 
might tend to secure a reduction in the rates, be- 
sides adding to the safety of the property-owners.

SWEPT BY A TORNADO |= 


GREAT TREES ARE FELLED AND ANI- 
MAL LIFE IS DESTROYED. 


In Chicago's History There Was, Never a 
More Fierce Battle of the Elements= 
Long Lines of Elms and Willows Car- 
ried Out Into the Lake=Short in Dara- 
tion but Exceedingly Destructive= 
Event Ossian Guthrie Shows Occurred 
7,000 Years Ago. 

People who leave their umbrellas at home 
when the weather man predicts clear skies 
will be surprised to learn the worst storm that 
ever devastated this locality was not predict- 
ed by the man in the Auditorium tower. It 
came during the afternoon of a lovely June 
day—one of those rate June days with a 
balmy south wind and a hazy atmosphere that 
made physical exertion a thing to be dreaded. 

The lake and sky were both a deep blue, 
with occasional patches of white caps and 
small clouds. At’3 o’clock the wind died 
away and a dead calm prevailed. In the west 
the haze began to darken and rapidly spread 
over the aky till a thick black veil covered the 
blue, with thin patches of white vapor scud- 
ding just over the tree tops, The 
silence was oppressive—even the birds 
were hushed, Then far away — 
it seenied to come from a dozen different di- 
rections—was beard a low moaning. Each 
moment the air grew darker and the noise of 
the approaching storm louder, but nota puff 
of wind swayed the tree tops, though the 
clouds tore madly past overhead.

Over the inky sky they swept with incredible 
swiftness and a terrifying roar.

Twenty minutes after the first cloud appeared 
the tornado burst with incredible fury. Huge 
oak trees were torn up by the roots or snapped 
off above the ground lika straws. Long lines 
of elm and willow trees were torn from the 
ground and carried out into the lake. The 
air was filled with branches of trees and even 
small animals. Through the intense dark- 
ness the lightning flashed incessantly and 
wind and thunder mingied in one endless 
war, 
Sun Shines Out on the Ruins. 

Half an hour later the last of the storm 
clouds lay in a dark bank against the East- 
ernsky. The sun still several hours high 
shone as brightly as ever, but on what an 
altered scene. Whore had been stately groves 
and green meadows was now one mass of 
twisted, ruined forest. There was absolutely 
no trace of animal life to be seen. What 
nature had spent the centuries since the gla- 
cial epoch in building was destroyed in one 
half hour. 

All this, however, took place Bome 7,000 
years ago, beyond the memory of the oidest 
settler, and of it there are no eye witnesses. 
Ossiar Guthrie asserts that Cook County was 
devastated by such a storm some seventy or 
eighty centuriesago, and he bases his opinion 
ona tree. Frequently when excavating to 
build houses within a few blocks of the take 
shore workman have dug up tree trunks. For 
the last twenty years Mr. Guthrie has made 
these buried trees his special study, and now 
positively asserts they were laid low not by 

uinan agencies but by a tornado. 

A line drawn from Thirty-ninth street and 
Forest avenue, northwest along the lake shore, 

assing through the Masonic Temple and the 

Newberry Library, would traverse a strip of 
ground tne glacial stratum of which is car- 
peted with tree trunks, This line, Mr, Guthrie 
says, marks the eastern boundary of a small 
lake, into which once flowed the North Branch 
of the Chicago River, and into which were 
swept these mighty trees. From the torn and 
splintered condition of. the wood Mr. Guthrie 
concludes these trees were felled by a tornado 
—a tornado in keeping with the mammoths 
and colossal aborigines. 

Mr. Guthrie's Recent Discovery. 


The most recent discovery was made at 
Thirty-eighth street and Indiana avenue, 
where a building is in course of construction. 
The tree was found some days ago, but Mr, 
Guthrie did not attempt to exhunie it until 
yesterday. On examination he found it to be 
a white oak tree trunk sixty feet in length 
and two feet in diameter. As nearly as couid 
be estimated he judged its age to be about 
200 years, The iower surface was worn 
almost flat from friction against the sand 
ages ago, when the tree floated along the bot- 
tom of the lake.

**At the close of the glacial epoch,” said 
Mr. Guthrie, *‘which most scientists agree 
wasabout 8,000 years ago, Lake Michigan 
was left with an immense bay, extending in- 
land as farasSummit. In timea sand bar 
was formed between the buy and the lake, 
separating the two. Into this lake 
flowed the North Branch of what. 
is now the Chicago River and _ out 
of it flowed the Despiaines River into the 
Mississippi. All this was about 7,000 years 
ago—a few centuries, you understand, is im- 
thaterial. hen there came alonz a tornado 
which destroyed the forests and swept the 
trees into the smaller lake. Here they drift- 
ed about and finally sunk along the eastern 
shore which was about where Indiana avenue 
now is, The evidences of a tornado are to 
be found in the splintered and twisted condi- 
tion of the tree trunks. These trees are all 
in an excellent state of preservation, though 
they have lain buried in the sand 7,000 years. 
During that time it has never had a chance to 
dry and consequently could not rot.” 

Mr. Cox of the Weather Bureau was present 
when the log was unearthed and examined it 
with great interest. When asked why his 
bureau had not predicted the tempest that 
destroyed the tree he said:

**Tt would net do for me to talk on that 
subject, as the event occurred before my ten- 
ure in office began. I can, however, explain 
the atmospherical conditions which ied . up 
to the tornado, An extreme low barometer 
developed in the far Northwest and travelin 
rapidly southeast stopped about the lower 
end of Lake Michigan. Close after came an 
abnormul bigh which haited some distance 
northwest of here. It was the wind falling 
out of the high into the low that caused the 
tornado, e great drop between the two 
accounts for the velocity of the wind. The 
tinding of this tree also proves two other 
things. One is how very little the temper- 
ature of the world has changed during vo 
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or a bunch of the ferns, tied with a white rib-

oe | MILLIONS IN THE SUIT 


JOHN V. FARWELL OOMPANY ASKED 


TO AOOOUNT FOR $12,830,000. 


Corporation Is Said to Know Something of 
Securities Whose Face Value Represents 
That AmounteThey Are Alleged to Have 
Been in the Possession of the Defunct 
Potter-Lovell Company of Boston, Mass., 
and Are Said to Have Been Fraudu- 
lently Transferred Preceding Its Failure. 


The John V. Farwell company of Chicago 
is asked to account for securities of the Pot- 
ter-Lovell company. a corporation of Boston, 
Mass., whose face value aggregated $12,.830,- 
000, and which securities, the assignees of the 
Potter-Lovell company allege, were fraudu- 
lently transferred on «the eve of the assign- 
ment of the Boston comipany in August. 1890. 
The bill for discovery was filed jn the United 
States Circuit Court yesterday afternoon by 
John Brooks and George D. Bullens, the ‘as- 
signees of the Potter-Lovell company. 

The pill recites that Potter, Lovell & 
Co,, a firm of stock brokers, was incorporated 
in Massachusetts in 1884 and had its office in 
Boston. It had a capital stock of $400,000. 
Aug. 27, 1890, it made an agsignment to 
William A. Haskell, and shortly after by 
creditors’ proceedings under the insolvency 
act of Massachusetts the above named parties 
were appointed assignees. When the Potter- 
Lovell company failed it had 
assets of 2,000,000 and an. in- 
Cebtedness of $4,000,000. The  as- 
signees say the firm had assets exceeding 
$5,000,000 a few months before the failure; 
that it was insolvent six months before it 
assigned, The bill says the firm did a broker- 
age business with John V. Farwell & Co. of 
Chicago, handling its bilis receivable and 
other negotiable paper; that Jahn V. Farwell 
was a stockholder in the Potter-Lovell com- 
pany,and from Jan. 1, 1890,to Aug, 27, 
1890, Mr. Farwell was a director of the com- 
pany. It is alleged that before it failed the 
company fraudulently appropr riated $500,- 
000 of money belonging to other firms, and 
pledged $500,000 more, facts with which Mr, 
Farwell was acquainted. 

In August it is alleged the transfer ofa 
large number of securities was made by the 
brokerage firm to John V. Farwell & Co., and 
John T. Chumasero, now a member of the

The bili declares that the transfer was 
fraudulent and in violation of the laws of the 
State of Massachusetts relating to insolvency, 
and that Farwell asa director of the Potter- 
Lovell company knew that the firm was in- 
solvent at the time of the transfer. 

Walter Loveil, the Treasurer of the broker- 
age company, the assignees declara, left the 
country soon after the failura and is living in 
Mexico. Last April, it is stated, he visited 
New York, anda statement of the transfer 
was secured from him. Since Aug..27, 1890, 
no member of the firm of J. V. Farwell & Co. 
or its successor, the John V. Farwell com- 
pany, has been within the State of Massachu- 
setts. The firm, it is said, has claimed to be 
a large creditor of the assigned Potter- Lovell 
company, but no proof of that claim has ever 
been submitted. 

Permission or authority to filea bill of dis- 
covery was. granted by the court of Suffolk 
County, Mass. The complainants pray an 
order of the court requiring the members of 
the John V. Farwell company to answer as to 
the receipt of the transfer and the disposition 
of the securities named.
